ginning of mo Diſcourſe, and for that reaſon, 
cannot underſtand the latter Part. | 
THESE being the Reaſons of this Un-

ned upon every Sickly occaſion. And in theſe

They paſs both Sides of the Bladder to the 
Navel, and thence through the NAVEL-STRING, 
by the like Spiral Windings, to the Placenta: where, 
after diſtributing ſome Branches to the Amnion and 
Choklox; they are divided into a very great Number 
of Sprigs, transferring the Blood from the Fetus to the 
SECUNDINE. 

THESE Two Arteries, with the above-mentioned 
aue Vein, make up a certain Part, twiſted like a Rope,

OBJECT S? Wherefore it is very wrong, and high- 
ly imprudent in Nomen that have conceived, to pleaſe 
themſelves ſo much in playing with Dogs, Squirrels, 
Apes, &c. carrying them in their Lags or Boſoms, and 
feeding, kiſſing, or hugging them, as I have both often 
heard, and ſeen with my own Eyes. 
AND beſides, the ſame is the Caſe, when the 
Natural Faculties are all at work in forming, or ripening 
the Fox rus; for if the Voman be ſurpriz'd at any ſud- 
den Evil, or frighted at any unſeemly Sight, the Hu- 
mours and Sxirits preſently retire downwards, and (as it 
were) abſcond themſelves in the Receſs of the Wouws : 
From whence immediately a ſtrong IMAGINATION of. 
the diſagreeable Thing (whether - ſeen or heard only) 
ſeizes her Mind; and the Forming Faculty (going on in 
the Interim) quickly impreſſes the Imaginary Idea of That 
thing heard off, or the Shape and Form of That thing 
ſeen, upon the Forxrus.

HOWE VER, as to what relates to the Tempers, 
Diſpofitions, Miens, Manners, Qualities, and Propenfions of 
the Minp, daily Examples convince us, that Children, 
after all, generally much reſemble Thoſe of their Proge- 
nitors; which proceeds merely from the Efficacy of the 
Sxxo, containing the Power of the natural Faculties of 
their Minds and vital Spirits, which are thence infus'd 
into their Poſterity. 

BUT I take this Matter to depend much upon the 
Paſſion, Indolence, or Indifferency of the Mind, with 
which the Act of Copulation is perform'd. For as the 


Ardour and Fervency of the Parents, and their plentiful 


prolifick Contribution, tend much to the CHILD's affect- 
ing the ſame Behaviour, Geſtures, Actions, Tempers, and 
Motions of Body and Minp ; even ſometimes to their 
repreſenting the very Nature, and treading the very 
Foot-Steps of their PaxenTs, to ſo nice a degree, of an 
exact Reſemblance, that I've more than once obſerved 
a Mote-Maxx of a Father plainly impreſs'd on his 
Child.

B UT, however yet, there are many Parents ſtill leſs 
ſalacious and leſs fervid; who rather vilify, than covet, 
and rather abſtain from, than delight themſelves in 
this Eucoumter. In ſhort, there are ſome of both Sexes, 
who, in patiently gratifying their active Conſorts, eſteem 
it rather a ſort of Hardſhip and TASK for Fumih- Quiet, 
than any incumbent DUTT of Nuptial Benevolence: 
Which * St. Paul ſeems to allude to, by calling it the 
defrauding of one the other. b ö 

FROM hence it is, that Children often degenerate 
from the Nature and Qualities of their PAR RNS; from 
hence alſo it is, that brick Men ſometimes have ſtupid, 
and wiſe Men frequently beget fooliſh Children. This 
happens only becauſe of the Indifferency, Indolence, 'or 
Coldneſs, either of Mind or Conſtitution, in their Con- 
Jugal Pleaſures : The dull heavy Faculty-of their Inclina- 
tions to the Acr, being diffus'd and tranſmitted through 
the Sxxy into the Infant, according to Catullus ; £

BUT farther ſtill, the SzzD flowing from the prin- 

cipal Parts of the Body, comprehends in itſelf the V- 
gour and Quality of their reſpective Members: Whence 
it follows, that Diſeaſes, Imperſections, Blemiſbes, or any 
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other Deformity, inherent in any Part of the Pakzxrs,

'This is ſo Natural to them, and remarkable, that in a 
Journey once from Venice to Vienna, paſſing thro* the 


chief Town of that Country, call'd Judenburg, I had 


the Curioſity to go off the Po- Waggon, into the Church, 
with five other Gentlemen, Fellow-Paſſengers, to be 
better ſatisfy d of the Truth of it. The People were 
at Mass, but the fight of us ſoon confounded, or at 
leaſt diſturb'd their Devotion; for in a Moment, the 
Eyes of the whole Cungregation were ſtaring upon us, 
wondering to ſee ſo many deform'd Men (as they call'd 
us) in that Place at one Time. N 
AND the ſame is the only Reaſon, that moſt 
Children in Spain and Portugal, are born with ſome Srup- 
Toms of the Venereal Diſeaſe ; which, however, is with- 
out any infectious Malignity, and ſo Natural to them, that 
they ſeldom apply to the Docior for Cunx, until the Caſe 
becomes more dangerous or deſperate by the Party's 
own Means: which generally happens to them in a very 
few Years, being exceedingly Salacious from their Ix- 
FANCY, becauſe of the ſtimulating Acrimony of the putrid 
Humours of the Body, which they only ſtrive to miti- 
gate, or allay, by continual WhokinG. + 
FROM what's already ſaid, we ſee that the 
Efficacy of the Father's Sztp is very conſiderable ; in- 
ſomuch, that indeed many calamitous Mifortunes may 
derive from it, to his Poſterity : But it is, however, to 
be ſtrictly obſerv'd, that what Diſorder ſoever of a vi- 
tious Nature derives itſelf this way from the Mother, 
hath yet the greater Malignity, and more powerful

THERE are other more certain Signs of CON-

THESE tender Women are alſo ſometimes ſeiz d 
with Chronical Diſtempers; ſuch as intermitting Fevers, 
lingring Coughs, &c : But, in thoſe Caſes, PxzscrteriOoNs 
are not ſo Proper or Convenient, -unleſs the Diſtemper 
be very ſevere and extremely prejudicial to the Foxrus, 
becauſe they commonly wear off before the DzL1vexr. 
HOWEVER, be the Conſtitution, or Condition, of 
the Woman as it will, I mean, Strong or Weak, Healthy. 
or Sickhy, all prudent Paxzxnts, who deſire to be bleſs d 
with comely, tractable, and hopeful Children, ought 
not only to perform their Nuptial Duties with great &. 
renity of Mind, but alſo to take mutual Care to prevent 
and ſuppreſs all Family-Tumults or Domeſtick Storms: For 
there never ought ſo much as a Cloud to appear in their 
Conjugal Society; ſince all ſuch unhappy Accidents ſtrong- 
ly affect the growing Inranr, and intail the ſame: Qua- 
lities of Disposrriox almoſt indelibly imprinted upon it.

BU it is to be obſerv'd by the Way, that all Vo- 
men are not alike ſubjected to them; Sou being more 
troubled with Thoſe of the Firſt; Ornzxs alſo with 
Thoſe of the Second; and Ornzzs again with the Sy- 
Toms of the laft Three Months. But there are ſome Wo- 
men, in fine, that continue to be troubled, in the Middle 
Months, with the SymrToms' of the Firſt; and in the 
Latter, with ſome of Thoſe of the Second : All which 
happens according to their various Regimens, Diſpofitions 
and Habits of Body. it 

HOWEVER, to proceed methodically, with all 

Submiſſion, according to what competent Knowledge 
and Experience I have of the Concziv'w Woman; the 
SrmeToms moſt common to Her, in the Firſt Three 
Months, may be briefly reduced to the following prin- 
cipal Eight in Number ; namely, (1.) Vomiting or Nau- 
ſeating. (a.) Faſtidy or Loathing. (3.) Pica or Longing. 
(A.) Painful Cholicks or Gripes. (5.) Diarrhea or Looſe- 
neſs. (6.) Tooth- Aches. (7.) Head- Aches. And, (8.) Sum- 
mings of the Head.

OMITING is a ſtrong and ſudden Contrattion 
of the whole Stomach, occaſion d by the Animal 
Spirit's being preternaturally expanded in its orbicular as 
well as oblong Fibres, and the too quick and violent Ex- 
ertion of their Elaſtick Power : Or otherwiſe, it is a 
Convulfive Motion of the Stomach, whereby, when the 
Fibres, which compoſe its middle or muſcular Tunick, 
are all at once ſtrongly contracted, it endeavours. to 
eje& through the Ozſophagus and Mouth the Contents of 
its Cavity ; to which the Gullet itſelf (being of a piece 
With the Stomach) and the Muſcles of the Belly contri- 
bute not a little. | A „„ 
WHICH Definition comprehends the immediate 
Cauſe of all Vomitings ; and tho' there be many exter- 
nal and internal mediate Cauſes, yet, I think, in the pre- 
ſent Caſe of the pregnant Woman, the Cauſe of .this 
SYMeToM proceeds chiefly from the Vapours of the ex- 
haled Humovrxs, and the worſe Part of the Broop ; 
infeſting the Tunicks of the Orifice of the VXN TAIcILE, 
and flying into the Cavity of the STomacn. EY 
WHICH, if /iehth affected, occaſions only a 1 
ſeous Spitting, or gentle Vomiting ; but if more ſevereh, it 
excites a far worſe Vomiting, with a certain. grievous 
Pain and Torment of the Perſon afflicted. Now if thoſe 
Vapours be of a calid Quality, they commonly occaſion 
a ſtinking and burning kind of Belching ; but if frigid, 
perhaps, on the contrary, a troubleſome ſour, acid, 


breaking of Wind. : Both of which promote frequent Vo- 
miting, that carries off the vicious Juices; ſo that the 
Srur ron commonly ceaſes (of itſelf ) in the ſecond or 
third Month, Wherefore this ill Habit need not be in- 
duſtriouſly reſtrain'd, unleſs very Troubleſome ; as _ the 
5 above 
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above-mention'd Caſe, when attended with extreme Se- 
verity of Pain: For then it is not without Danger, and 
therefore requires immediate Remedy or Cox x. 

WHICH Cure, I humbly conceive, may be judi- 
ciouſly effected by expelling the Cauſe, and ſtrengthen- 
ing the Ventricle; ſo that it may be capable to repell 
thoſe Vapours, or Humours, aſcending from the Won; 
and may either entirely ſubvert or repreſs Thoſe pre- 
viouſly receiv'd. 2

HE Cauſe of this Sr u ro proceeds from the 
worſe Sort and more ignoble Part of the Broop ;

ſtrongly impreſſeth ſuch vicious Qualities upon it, as

6 25 F568 
FRO M whence I come in the next place to offer 
my ſerious Sentiments upon the Cure of this Malady, 
and the Prevention of ABORTION : Which difficult 
Work depends chiefly upon the Preſervation of both MO- 
THER and INFANT; for when the Miscarrrace' is 
once over, the Cuxx then does not much differ from 
the Caſe of a natural BIRTH, © 5 
"HOWEVER in all Caſes of this nature, it is an 
- Infallible Maxim, that it is more eaſy to prevent Mis- 
CARRIAGE, than to relieve or rectify the Miſcarrying Wo- 
man; and more proper to begin that Prevention Brrokx, 
than Artes Conception: Becauſe the moſt proper Reme- 
dies for obviating many Cauſes of ABORTION, cannot 
ſo well be adhibited to the Voman after ſhe is PxzG- 
nant. And beſides, as thoſe Cauſes are very Different 
and various (as more fully appears from what has been 
faid); ſo the Manner and Method of Prevention can- 
not be altogether exactly Uniform; every Cauſe requiring 
its reſpective Curt, before a Prevention can be effected. 
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WHEREFORE, in my humble Opinion, the 
firſt Step towards this Prevention is to weigh well and 
conſider carefully the CONSTITUTION of the yet 


unimpregnated Woman; in order to know and diſcover the *

Now in this 
Case, Women having once miſcarry'd, or oftner, me-

- HOWEVER, this being the Good Work and Will 
of the Great CREATOR, deſerves more our ſilent: Ven- 
der and Admiration, than our bold Enquiry, or curious 
"Scrutiny, into the REASON of it. 
BUT notwithſtanding, I hope, we may eaſily ac- 
count for the Latitude of TIME. allowed our Births, 
when we conſider what has been ſaid of the Times of 
Formation and Animation in their proper Places f. If 
then theſe require a proportionable Latitude, what won- 
der is it that the Legitimate Time of Birth is of ſuch 
"Extent ? Not that I mean that the rational Soul is intro» 
duced either at different Times, or by Piece-meals, on- 
1y that it is not done this or that Day preciſely. And 
farther (according to AHERROES, that great Commenta- 
tor) Man ||, not only in the Wggb, but alſo after Birth, 
even until his Juvenile Age, but a- generating; and 
from that Time to old Age begins to decline: yet 
we daily ſee that this Change is not equal to all, in that 
ſome Men do bur arrive to their moſt robuſt and vigo- 
rous State about the fortieth Year of their Age, where- 
as others come to that Length about the thirtieth, and 
"moſt about the thirty-fifth. © 4.5 » 
As it is an Auſpicious Criſis which happens any Time 
of the Critical Day, whether anticipated or poſtponed 
by a few Hours: And as the Fruit of Trees have their 
"conſtituted Time of Maturity, which ro wg rew®, 


ſome are perfected ſooner, and ſome later; ſo (I think 
it may be alſo in the preſent Caſe of Births. 
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HOWEVER yer, to go a little further, with- 
out Offence As to the Legitimacy of BIRTHS, I don't 
ſee any Reaſon why every Birth, producing a vital 
Child, may not be juſtly eſteemed timely lawful, whe- 
ther it be of the ns. eighth, ninth, tenth, or eleventh 
Month.

great Men giving ear to the frivolous Relations and idle 
Reports of fimple Women, have ſuffer'd their Credulity to 
impoſe ſo tar upon their better Judgments, And I am 
beſides the more induc'd to think ſo, becauſe ſince Their 
days, we have not heard of any one Example of this 
wonderful Kind, which deſerv'd the leaſt Notice or 
Credit.

Marrow, Bene, Nerve, Vein, Arte- 
ry, Fleſh, and Skin: As there are alſo SEVEN in 
Number, which (according to Macrobius) the Greeks 
call BLACK MEMBERS; viz. the Tongue, Heart, 
Lungs, Liver, Spleen, and Two Kidneys, to conſummate the 
Compoſitum. Yea, Hippocrates * himſelf confirms the Effi- 
cacy and Praſtancy, Fulneſs and Perſection of this Number. 
I have alſo remarkably obſerv'd, that the Number 
Seven is moſt powerful and ſignally predominant in Cæ- 
leſtials ; as the Seven Circles in the Heavens, according

to the Sun. And Linus, a moſt ancient celebrated Poet,

THIS Number ſeems likewiſe to be of the greateſt 
Eſteem in Religion; and from Hence among the Hebrews, 
to ſwear, is call'd SEPTENARE f, (that is, to proteſt by 
Seven :) So Abraham making the Covenant with Abime- 
lech, appointed Seven Ewe-Lambs for a Teſtimony : The 
Seventh Day the Great CREATOR reſted from his 
Work : Jacob ſerved Seven Tears: Seven Days the People 
bewail'd the Death of Facob : Eliſha (the Prophet) ſaid 
unto Naaman (the Syrian Captain) Go and waſhi thy 
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ſelf Seven Times in Jordan, and thou ſhalt be made 
whole, and thy Fleſh become clean: And, in fine, Da- 
vid ſaid, Seven Times a day do I praiſe THEE, becauſe 
of thy righteous Judgments. 

THESE, and innumerable ſuch-like Sentences are 
not only couch'd in the Books of Moſes, and the whole 
Volume of the Old Teſtament ; but. alſo expreſly contain'd 
in the Goseer, and interſpersd through the whole 
Bulk of the New : As the Seven Beatitudes, the Seven 
Virtues, the Seven Vices, the Seven Petitions of the 


 LORD's PRAYER, the Seven Words of our SAVIOUR 


upon the Croſs, &c. But beſides, in the Apocalypſe or 
Revelation of St. JOHN, this myſterious NUMBER is 
moſt frequently mention'd, to denote its Efficacy and 
Excellency of repreſenting ſome Ænigmatical Truth or 
Emblem.

MORE OVER, the Divine Apoſtle' ſignifies and 
ſets forth there, the Perſecution of the CHURCH (under

for three hundred Years, even to the Reign of Conſtay- 


tine the Great) by the Allegory of SEVEN SEALS. 
He figures out the Hereſys of the ARIANS, &e. (from 
the Time of Conſtantine to the Reign of Theodofius, be- 
ing three hundred Years more) by that of f SEVEN 
TRUMPETS. And, in fine, he myſtically alludes to 


the future Plagtes of ANTI-CHRIST (from the Time of

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THESE Things then being evidently ſo, and it 
being a moſt certain and undeniable Truth, that the 
Sun and Moon have each their reſpective Influence upon 
all Inferiour Bodys : (as has alſo been already ſhewn in 
Se, I. Chap. 8.) I come now to obſerve that ſuch Mu- 
tations as are Quick and Brief, or ſuch Changes as are ac- 
compliſhed in a Few Days, may be entirely aſcribed to 
the Power of the Moon : As in the Reverſe of theſe 
Caſes, which cannot be determin'd under, a Long Time; 
the Courſe of the Sud is more - chiefly to be conſider d 
and principally regarded. d + ' DOE 
SO Acute Fevers (becauſe SHORT) are generally 

aſſuaged and diſſolved in 14 Days : Whereas Quartans 
(becauſe LONG) on the contrary are only determin'd 
in fx Months. It's true indeed, the Antients aſcribed 
theſe Laws of Nature, to Pythagorean Numbers, and 
diſtinguiſh'd the Times of Fzvzxs according to their 
Critical Days, which they ſtrictly animadverted, as they 
laid great Streſs upon that Ceremonious Obſervation. 
HOWEVER, Galen made a far ſtricter Diſquifition 
in this Matter, and conceiv'd (as the Truth indeed is) 
that the Acceſſzons and Criſes of Fzvzrs had no Connexion 
with any NUMBERS or odd Days, but took Origin only 
from the Efficacy of the Moon : (as is more fully ex- 
plain'd in Chap. 28. of this Section.) According to which 
MAXIM“, Acute Diſtempers have their Circulationt in 
Seven Days, and take their Acceſſes and Declinations from 
the Courſe of the Mood; which every Seventh Day, 
when New, Hare-Fvurr, or Forr, has her oreateſt 
Influence. l ent as > 
HE farther obſerves that the Ouarter-Day of the 
Moon may fall upon the 6th or 8th Day of the Disrsu- 
PER, and conſequently either of theſe Days may determine 
it as well as the SEVENTH. For (according to 
Dr. Mead's excellent Judgment) the Diſſolution of a 
Fx vx ſometimes happens To-day, which according to 
the ordinary Courſe of the DisTrEM?ERz ought to happen 
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To-morrow; or, on the contrary, the ſame may be pro- 


_ craſtinated till To-morrow, which might be expected To- 


gay: And That for the various Reaſons * moſt ingeni- 
oully by him alledg'd and irrefragably eſtabliſhed. 
IN fine, ſuch Mutat ions and Circulations of Things 
as are perfected and perform'd in a few Days, are di- 
rected by the Property of the Moon: whereas ſuch 
Changes and Alterations as require the Diſſolution and 
Determination of Mouths, refer only to the Government 
of the Sux. Which I would have thus candidly under- 
bad; Vit. 5 7 4: 5 

As from the beginning of the Month to the For I- 
Moon are almoſt 14 Days, which accompliſh half the 
Lunar Circuit, and comprehend two Quarter-Changes ; 
ſo from the Beginning of Spring to the End of Summer 
are ſix Months, which e two Seaſons or half of 
the Year : And ſo that Mediety or Half of the Month, from 
FULL-MOON, to the Time of Occultation or NEN. 
MOON, anſwers to the other fix Months, from the be- 
ginning of Autumn to the laſt of Winter, which con- 
clude the other Half of the Year, 
FOR as we divide the Courſe of the MOON by 4 
Weeks, according to its 4 quarter Changes; ſo we di- 
ſtribute the Courſe of the SUN into 4 Stations, accord- 
jung to the four Seaſous of the Tear: Hence it is that all 
Times of the Tear anſwer in proportion to the different 
Weeks. of the Month, and all Stations of the SUN (in 
like manner) to the different Changes of the MOON. 
Wherefore as the 7th Day, which is the 4th Part of 
the Lunar Month, determines acute Diſtempers ; ſo the 
Change of the Seaſoz of the Year diſſolves Diuturnal Diſ- 
eaſes, The SPRING commonly ſhakes off any Malady 
generated in I/INTER, as the SUMMER does what 
is begun in the SPRING 3 and the AUTUMN' diſcuſ- 
ſeth any Afettion excited in SUMMER, as the INTER

As the fr ſeven Days: have the greateſt Power of 
determining Acute Diſeaſes, ſo the firſt three Months of 
GESTATION (which anſwer to thoſe Days) determine 
the CONCEPTJON : And as of thoſe the | 7th Day is 
the moſt powerful, ſo of theſe the third. Month is the molt 
prevalent. From hence it is that the Fozrvs ſuffers ſuch 
manifeſt | Akerations and Changes of Nature in this 
Moxru : For it is now metamorphos'd or chang d from 
an Hanimate into an Animate Being: It now becomes a 
Living and Moving Body, ſubſiſting henceforward by its 
own proper vivacious Fuculties; yet not ſo however, 
that this Monty can be preſum'd to produce a vital 
Birth: No, becauſe as every perfect and plauſible CRI- 
S of the 7th Day, requires the Concurrence of the di- 
geſted Humour, together with the Ability and Strength 
of the PATIENT; ſo in Burn, the Diſpeſtion of 
the INHANT muſt neceſſarily concur with all Theſe, 
which it can never be ſuppos'd to do in the ſhort Space 
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"MOREOVER again, as the Days of the In- 
terval from the 7th to the \ 14th, have but ſmall 
Power in diſſolving acute Diſeaſes; ſo neither have the 
4th or 5th Months (which aſſimilate theſe Day,) any 
Efficacy tending to Bix TH. Wherefore if an unlucky 
Ejection of the Forrus happens in theſe Months, it can 
be no otherwiſe judged of, than as when Smptomatical 
(not Critical) Excretions fall out on Days not Decretory : 
Hence we (of conſequence) may collect, that the very 
Firſt Time, in which a legitimate Term can be ſuppos'd 
to concur effectually, together with the Diſpofition and 
Strength of the INFANT, in caſe of BRT, will be (as 
Hippocrates has well obſervedꝰ) about the 1824 Day, or 
at the half Tear's End: Which (however) he calls a 
Septimeſtrian Bix rn, becauſe the Ancients reckon'd their 
Year by Lunar Months, as they did their Month by the 
Courſe of the Moon ; whereof 13 with ſome Days of 
the 14th Month conſtitute the Solar Tear; Not that I 
mean they in the Interim were at all ignorant of the 
Solar Periods. And however, tho' this Number of 182 
Days make but up /* Solar Months; yet, as it compre- 
hends ſeven Lunar Months, and almolt conſtitutes three 
Dexcapes of Lunar Weeks, there can be no Repugnancy 
in that Wiſe Man's Meaning, whatever ſome literal In- 
terpreters may imagine to the contrary. . rg. 

NOW this fxth: Month being the ſecond Solar Muta- 
tion, in it the Won begins to be more ſeverely. op- 
preſs d with the Weight and Bull of its Burthen; for 
now the INFANT has aſſum'd Perſection, and (perhaps) 
got Strength ſufficient to undergo its Fatigue in LABOR, 
and Power enough to ſupport Life, after its BIX TH; 
eſpecially if procreated of the more vivid, valid, or 
excellent Seep'; whoſe powerful Faculiy and vigorous 
Quality may perhaps have perform'd the Work of For- 
mation in 30, which otherwiſe would require 35, or 
more Days : In this Caſe (of conſequence) the BIT 
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will ſucceed at the above- mentioned happy Time; as 
appears more amply from what has been already ſet 
forth in Sxcr. I. Chap. 9. „ 
NOW from what has been ſaid, I hope it appears 
highly reaſonable to compute the legitimate Time ot 
BixTH, not only by Months and Moons, but alſo by 
Weeks and Days : Which however yet, I look not up- 
on to be any very full, exact, or ſufficient ſatisfaftory 
Calculation ; becauſe (I think) we have alſo juſt Reaſon 
to compute this Time even by Hours and Minutes. 
Therefore how juſt ſoever Ariſtotle's Obſervation (men- 
tioned by Pliny ) may be, that no Animal expires but in 
the Reflux or Ebb of the Sea; I am yet poſitive, that 
Monſieur Paſchals Notion (mentioned by Doctor 
Mead t) that all Births as well as Deaths fall out in the 
Reflux, and that no Animal is born or dies in the Flux, 
may be rationally controverted : For I muſt needs 
aſſert that, without any regard to his Senarian Fluxes 
and Refiuxes, BiR THS happen at every Hour of the 
Dar or NIGHT: and perhaps more naturally too 
in the FI ux, than in the REee:Lux of the Sea. And 
this, I think, may appear evident, even from the ſelf- 
ſame Reaſons by which he endeavours to make out the 
Contrary || ; namely, that intermitting Fevers have their 
greateſt Paroxiſms in the Time of the Flux, whereas 
they ceaſe in the ReeLux by ſweating : collecting from 
hence, that the Motion, Vigour, and Force of Diſtem- 
pers are chiefly advanc'd in the Senary of the F Lux; 
and on the contrary, that they are diſſolved in the Se- 
nary of the RerLux. Which Obſervation, with reſpe& 
to Fevers, this moſt excellent Doctor has found experi- 
mentally** True, as a great many others have alſo done. 
BU T in the Caſe of a Woman in LABOUR, as (with 
Submiſſion) I judge the Paroxiſms to differ from the 
Nature of thoſe in a Fever, ſo I humbly conceive that

In fine, again 
I farther obſerve, that, as the Ræxrlux may be the ap- 
pointed Time of Nature deftinated to Death, ſo may 
the Flux be allotted to BTH; which (in my Mind) 
is as oppoſite to Death, as the Frux is to the Rxrrvx of 
the Tide of the Sea. | | 
WHEREFORE I am obliged to repeat it again 
here, that we ought to calculate the Legitimate Time of 
Bmrn, not only by Months, Weeks, and Days, but per- 
haps alfo by Hours and Minutes; and that becauſe, ac- 
cording to the Great Galen's Obfervarion®, as the Tear, 
Month, or Week does not confiſt of entire Days, fo 
neither does the Day of entire Hours : For as rhe Tear 
conſiſts of 365 Days, fix Hours, and a few Minutes; and 
the Month of thirty Days, ten and a half Hours ; and 
the Week of feven Days, two Hours, and twenty-ſeven 
Minutes; ſo the Day (in proportion) conſiſts of 24 Hours 
and 21 Minutes: From whence I conclude (with that 
wiſe Man) that we can make no very nice Computation 
in this Affair, by fall Days, without Fractions. 
WHEREFORE ir is that the moſt Learned and 
Inquiſitive Boerhogyniſts, or le Phyſicians maintain, 
that they have always obſerved their Women to bring 
forth the felf-ſame Ho ux of the Night or Day, in 
which they conceived : And This alſo daily Experience 
ſeems to eonfirm for Truth; becauſe it is certain, that 
moſt Bis happen in the Night-Time, or Dawning of 
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the Day; at which Times, we may very propably ſup» 
poſe the Generality of Parents to be moſt employ d that 
way: Whereupon, if This be True, Mr. Paſchal's 
Poſition will fall of courſe; and then that 4ſſertion of 
a Legitimate BIRTH's requiring, not only a certain and 
prefinite Number of Days, but alſo of Hours and Mi- 
nutes, will more rationally be eſtabliſh'd in its Room: 
Notwithſtanding that Saying of Hippocrates * himſelf, 
after having diſtinguifhed upon the Times of BIRTH, 
That theſe Things fall out in a few Days more or leſs. a 

HOWEVER, in fine, from what has been laid, 
(I hope) the Reafons I have given here, why ene Num- 
ber of Months, Veeks, and Days is more auſpicious to 
the BIRTH, and more fortunate to the Chip, than 
another, are by this Time made manifeſtly clear and 
ſelf-evident. Now theſe Things being thus briefly ac-

Hence I may juſtly ob- 
ſerve, that all ſlower Births have been begotten at oppoſite 
Times; for which, I think, I have alſo ſufficient Au- 
tnority from“ HIPPOCRATES himſelf, ſaying, when 
a Woman conceives after Full-Moon, that Conception muſt, 
of Neceſſity, reach the 11th Month. 43 

HAVING thus far (according to the Beſt of my 

Judgment) dilucidated theſe Caſes, and having hitherto 
conducted the VMoman with Child, and brought her ſafe 
this Length, thro? all the Difficulties ſhe has been ex- 
pos'd to, and the many Hardſhips ſhe has met with in 
her Geſtation or Bearing-Time, to the compleat Number 
of her MONTHS, or pteciſe Time of her LABOUR : 
It remains now, that I ſhould alſo dire& her Safety 
upon that emergent Occaſion ; ſince if we ſhould now 
loſe our good and fruitful Voman at laſt, all our previ- 
ous Pains and Care have been Labour in vain, and no- 
thing but Fruſtration.

BUT He ought farther alſo to know (fr) how to 
prevent all preternatural Diſaſters incident to both the one 
und the other, in their reſpective States of Chu p-BęD and 
Inrancr : And, Secondly, how to adminiſter Relief and 
perform the Cur, in Caſe of any diſmal Accident what- 
ſoever to ane or either.

their double Membrane ; which is only. a-Continuation of 
the exterior and interior Membranes of the Wous: They 
in SIZE equal a little Finger about the Middle; 
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tho the Cavity opening into the Wo 2, will ſearce 
admit a Hig's Briſtle ; but the other Extremity, floating 
looſe in the AbDonN, will admit the Point or Tip of a 
little Finger : They are of a Membranous and Caver- 
nous Subſtance, about 5 or 6 Inches long, and have the 
ſame Veins, Arteries, and Nervss, as the OV/ARIA. 

THESE Tubes, to be brief, (in time of COITION) 


are erected by a coprous Influx of Blood and Spirits; 


which alſo, by the Aſſiſtance of their muſeular Fringes, 
embrace the OY ARIUM, tranſmit” the prolifick Maſou- 
lins SseD, afterwards receive the impregnated E66, and 
at laſt convey it thence into the Woms.

FHs being that Cavity in which the Won is

any Occaſion, without the curious Anatomical Knowledge

BUT for my Part, becauſe I have no Notion, of 
ſuch ſort of Wz.aroxs, I ſhall. endeavour to acquit my 
ſelf more honourably, and teach my .Folowers another 
way, and That without Broop-sazp ; as I hope will 
hereafter more amply appear... - - |. - PLA apts 
AND Fnsr therefore in ſpeaking of the Bones of the 
* -PELVIS, I ſhall, begin with the OSSA Innominata;

They are compos'd of Three diſtin& Pieces, 
each of which has its reſpective Name: The Fizsr 
and ſuperior is call'd Os Irium ; becauſe the Guts IL IA 
lie upon it directly.

IT HE Sscoxp and Anterior is call'd Os Posis;

Women, ſometimes recede a little from One another, to 
facilitate a difficult B&R x. 8 872 K 
THE Tuixp is the Ioferiour and Poſteriour, call'd 
Os Iscnrvm, or CoxzxDIx, which has a large Cavity 
call'd Acetabulum Coxendicis ; and This receives the Head i 
of the Os Fzmorrs; the Supercilium or Top of which 
Cavity joins the Os Puts, - 
THESE Three Bones, until the Age of Pubery, may 
be ſeen diſtin&ly, tho! afterwards, they grow together, 
and become one BONE, without leaving any Mark of 
Divifion. They adhere on each fideto. the Os, Sacavumn 
by two Strong Ligaments ; the Upper of which paſles from 
the Poſteriour Acute Proceſs of the Ischiun to the 
Sacnvn; as the Lower joins the Tuberculum Iscr111 to 
the Sackum. ___ IL HESE 
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THESE Bones in WOMEN . are more diſtant 02 le- 


parated from One another, and are ſmaller than in MEN; 
eſpecially the Os Punis, to the end that the Cavity of 


the PELVIS, and the Angle betwixt the Os Poz1s and 


Iscx1vm, may be the Larger, for the more commodious 
Bearing of the IxrAN r, and the more eaſy Excluſion of 
it in BixTy, But from hence I would no-ways infer, 
that the Ossa Pusis and IIIA ſever themſelves in time 
of LABOUR ; (notwithſtanding the Opinion of ſome Au- 
thors) for I am fully ſatisfied of the contrary : Becauſe I 
have conducted more than one Woman in my Time, 
upon walking out of one Chamber into another, imme- 
diately after DELIVERY ; which could never have 
happen'd in Caſe of ſuch a diſtant or diſlocated Separa- 
tion. | 
THESE Bones call'd Innominata are of wonderful 
Uſe and Service : For beſides that they form the PELVIS, 


and defend every Part of its Contents, they alſo give Con- 


nexion and Juncture of the reſt of the Body, to the Thigh= 


Bones ; as they likewiſe give Riſe and Origin to many 


Muscl ks, and are the Baſis or Support of the Spixk of 
the Back, as well as of all the Superior Parts, Whence 
I come à propos to deſcant a little upon this particular 
Part, as far as concerns our preſent Purpoſe. 
THE Spixz then is that Bony Column or Ridge, 
which extends itſelf down the Back from the Heao to 
the Fundament, containing the Spinal Marrow, and re- 
ſembling the Letter S in figure. 
IN This Serta therefore we muſt conſider its Five= 
fold Divifion ; namely, into Nxcx, Back, Loins, Os 
SACRUM, and Os Coccycis. The Firſt Three conſiſt of 
24 VERTEBRA ; Whereof the Neck has 7, the Back 12, 
and 5 belong to the Loins, Thoſe of the Neck bend iu- 
wards ; thoſe of the Back outwards, for enlarging the 
Cavity of the Thorax ; Thoſe of the Loins bend inwards 
again; and Thoſe of the Os Sacxum outwards, to en- 

large the Cavity of the PELVIS. 
THE Verxkrzrz of the #wo laſt concern us moſt in 
this Place ; wherefore I 15 ſay no more of the N 
aye 
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ſave only by the By, or coincidently, as they fall in my 
way. Thoſe of the Lolds then are the Thickeſt and 
Broadeſt, and the Laſt of them is the Largeſt of all the 
 VerTEzRA, ; as their Cartilages are thicker and ſtronger 
than any of the Others, and their Acute Proceſſes are at a 
greater Diſtance from one another. From whence ir 
comes to pals, that the greateſt Moticn of the Back is 
perform'd by the VerTEsRE® of the Loixs. 

THE V:xrzzsz of the Os Sackum grow ſo cloſe 
together in Adults, that they make but one large ſolid 
BONE, of a Triangular Figure ; and yet not without 
the Mark of a four or five-fold Diviſion: As in Chi- 
DREN, it conſiſts of many more Pieces or Diviſions. 
However, its Baſis is tyed to the laſt V=exrzzz= of 
the Loixs, and the Upper part of its Sides to the ILIA; 
as its Point is to the Os Coccrois. | — 
THE Os Coccrois is alſo in Adulis, for the moſt 
part, but one entire BONE ; tho' in younger Perſons it is 
compos'd of 3 or 4 ſmall Divifions : Of which the Lower 
is ſtill leſs than the Upper ; till the Laſt ends in a ſmall 
Cartilage. It is join'd in its Glenoide Cavity to the Ex- 
tremity of the Os Sacxum ; being ſhort and bent in- 
wards It ſupports the InTzsrinum Rectum, and 
yields to the Preſſure of the INFANT in Travail: But 
MIDWIVES ought not to thruſt it back or repel it 
with Violence; No, they ſhould rather handle it gently, if 
they would prevent dangerous Cimſequences, as well as 
great Pain to the Woman in LABOUR. | 
FROM hence it is manifeſt, that they are miſtaken 
who imagine that the Opening and Enlargement of the 
PELVIS, in making way for the INFANT, does de- 
pend upon the Separation of the Ossa Puzis: For it 
much more depends upon the yielding of the Os Sackun, 
or its giving way narurally ; eſpecially This Part of it 
call'd Os Cocev ois. Neither doth the Straitneſs of the 
Upper Part of the PELVIS ſo much occaſion a difficult 
BIRTH, as the ſmall Diſtance that is betwixt the Points 
of the Ossa Puzis, call'd Osx SzvenTArIA or Seat- 
Bones, and the Os Coccrois: No indeed, neither of 


Theſe 
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Theſe can be any great Hindrance to the Paſſage of the 
IxrAN TT; ſince all Box Es, never ſo cloſely knit toge- 
ther with LicamenTs, may be moved extenſively upon 
occaſion, by carefully and gently ſtretching the ſaid Li- 
GAMENTS. Bur, in ſhort, it moſt commonly happens, 
that the I. Poſition of the Inxanr itſelf, or the bad 
Condition and Situation of the Won, or Both, occaſion 
a difficult or preternatural Birth. 

BUT I would here farther obſerve yet, that as 
theſe Boxzs differ frequently both in Form and Size, ac- 
cording to the different Conſtitution of the Body; ſo 
neither are they always of the ſame Subſtance : For in ſome 
Women, we find a great many Nervous and Cartilaginous 
LIoAuEN Ts, Which penetrate into the ſolid Subſtance of 
the Bones themſelves ; in which the Licamewrs are ſo 
faſt bound together, that it is hard to diſtinguiſh whe- 
ther they are One or More Bonss. From whence, how- 
ever, it wilt hereafter appear, that One Y/oman is more 
eaſily deliver'd than Another; the Bones in One being 
more firm and immoveable, altogether reſiſting any 
Relaxation; which in Another are more looſe and plia- 
ble, eaſily give way and yield freely ' to the Force of 
the Endeavouring and Struggling INFANT.  _—© 

THE Contents of this Szcrion will appear more 
evident, by looking curiouſly upon a Female SK EL E. 
TON: In which (for Diſtinction's-ſake I recite This) 
that the lower Parts of the Seat-Boxes, are generally 
more diſtant, and not ſo much bent inwards, down to- 
wards the Point of the Os Coccrois, as in a Male 
SKELETON. Which Difference, in ſhort, the Om- 
ni ſcient Cx AroR has ſo order'd, for preventing diſſi- 
cult BIRTHS; and yet, notwithſtanding all this wiſe-

World. However, having thus, in fine, deſcribed the

I 8 is that Boch, which the Learned Great Men 
of all Ages have eſteem'd and look'd upon as the 
moſt wonderful Mix AcIE of Nature, not only becauſe 
of its ſingular Subſtance. and Structure, but alſo of its 
peculiar Qualities and Faculties. | 

AS, to the Subſtance and Structure, J have before ob- 
ſerved in Chap. 6. of this Section, that it is ſingularly 
compoſed, of an innumerable Multitude of Fibrous 
Veſſels and Muſcular Parts; which being Al moſt curi- 
ouſly interwoven, are admirably form'd together in its 


_ Conſtitution. 


BUT how particular ſoever I have been on this 


Head, in Chap. 5, and 6. I muſt reſume this Topick here, 


and add, that the Woms, and its Vagina or Neck, are 
cloſely join'd together: For it terminates in a Point 
near its Orifice, intrudes itſelf into the Vagina, and 
hangs ſo down, that in Y/omen not with Chip, and 


ſometimes alſo in the firſt Months of Pregnancy, 'This 


ſharp PotxT may be perceiv'd by the Touch. 
AND how cloſely ſoever this Orifice of the Wows 
is ſhut after Conception, or during Pregnancy; yet in a 
BIRTH it is ſo expanded, that the Woms and Vagina 
both ſeem to have but One and the ſame Cavity, like a 
Bao of equal Dimenſions; there being then no Diffe- 
rence perceivable between that Orifice and the Vagina, 
excepting that the VAGINA is Softer and Thinner, 
THE Wous may be otherwiſe aptly compar'd to 
the Earth ; becauſe the ſame Degree of Affinity that 


the EARTH has to the Seed of Plants, the Woms bears 
to 


. 
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to the Seed of Men : It being the very Secundary Cauſe in 
the Conſtitution of the Human Conception; not indeed the 
Inſtrumental only, but alſo the Active Cauſe : For whereas 
the Inſtrument takes Motion from, and- operates by Virtue 
of Another, the Woms only ais of i:ſelf, and operates 
by Virtue 'of its own Active Faculties. _ 

BUT more particularly, the Woms has ſundry 
proper Actions in this Conſtitution, which are nutty 
dependent of, and accordingly diſcharged by IrszLs 
only ; and therefore it is not the ſole or pure Inſtru- 
mental Agent. But the Reaſon that I call it the Secun- 
dary or Diſponent, not the Primary Cauſe, in conſti- 
tuting the Forrvs, is, becauſe the Actions of the Wous 
do not preciſely terminate in this Conſtitution, but chief- 
ly in diſpoſing the Cauſes conſtituting the Man. And 
as (I think) there are Eight ſuch Afions belonging to 
the Wous, I ſhall undertake to define them all parti- 
cularly in a few Words. And, 

I. THE FIRST Action of the Wous i is, that by i its 
attractive Faculty, it may allure the Maſculince Seed in- 
fus'd by Coition into the Fund of its Capacity, after the 
ſame manner as a famiſhing Stomach ſnatches at the Vic- 
tuals by the Gullet from the Mouth of the Eater. 

II. THE SECOND is like unto the FIRST, and 
conſiſts in attracting (after the ſame manner) the Mulie= 
brian SztD from the Vellels of the hates into the 
ſame Cavity, 

III. THE THIRD Flinkfies..of the: 'Wous, is the 
Copulation and mutual Conjunction of the Szebs of both 
Parents; which it prepares and perfects by its innate 
Power, conſtricting itſelf in all Parts: And hin Action, 
I do not (in this place) call a Permiſtion of theſe SxxDS, 
as It 18 generally term'd, becauſe a Mixture is properly 
perform'd only by the concording Qualities and mutual 
Actions of two or more | miſcible. ee without 
any Aſſiſtance of the Thing Containing. + 

IV. THE FOURTH Office of the Won, is an 


Een on of the ur Blood upon the aggregator

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4 Seed, from a Relaxation of the little Orifices of the 
Vxlxs terminating in its interiour Surface. | 
V. THE FIFTH Action of the Woms, is, the 
Retention of thoſe three conjoin'd Bodies; to effect 
which Work, the Woms contracts itſelf on all ſides, 
and ſhuts up all its Orifices, even to the ſenſible Ani- 
madverſion of the Woman. 

VI. THE SIXTH Function of the Wows, is to 
excite the Virtue of the Torpent Lifeleſs SED, and rouze 
it up from Jdleneſs to Activity; as the latent Virtue of 
Phrsick in the Body is excited to Operation by the na- 
tural Heat of the VIScERA. , ; 

VII. THE SEVENTH Office of the Wouz, is (af-

VIII. THE EIGHTH and laſt Function of the 
Woms, is Birth, which I ſhall remember to ſpeak more 
particularly of in its proper Place. =

proper Uſes of the Won, and readily comprehend that 
it is not only deſtin'd by Nature to admit the Sxp,

ſurrounds and defends from external Accidents, by its 
Subſtantial Corpulency; containing and nouriſhing the 
Ir AN r, about the Space of 9 or o Months, by its Fa- 
culties of Exrenfjon and Attraction; and at laſt forcing it

NOW the Wous in its lower Part being ſtraitly 
tied to the Inteſtinum Rectum and Bladder ; it is to be 
underſtood that the Diſtention happens moſtly in its ſu- 
periour Part or Bottom: Which is not only moſt Free 


and at greateſt Liberty, but alſo Thickeſt and apteſt for

T HIS will appear more evident, when we conſi- 
der how the Ixrant adheres to that Part, the Bottom, by 
means of the Secundive : How the Ixrant alſo as it 


grows, begins to ſeparate the Humours in the Secundine, 


which (of conſequence) encreaſe as the Infant does: 


And how again the Encreaſe of the Humours fill up the

Author have differ d extremely: Some thinking, 
3 as the Wous grows Larger, it grows Thicker ; and 
Others the Reverſe, that as it extends, it grows T, Pipes 
"NOW theſe Opinions being both diamerrically op- 
polite One to the Other, as Both ( perhaps) may be con- 
trary to Truth, I ſhall freely and ingenuouſly offer my 
Sentiments in a few Words; not that I vainly deſire to 
engage myſelt in any Controverſy : Save only, becauſe 
the true :Knowledge of this Point, is ſo Material and 
Canſequenrial for all MIDIPIVES, eſpecially in Caſes of 
difficult and preternatural Bix rns, that I cannot well ex- 
cuſe myſelf, ſhould I paſs ic by with Sience in this Place, 
Mx. MAURICE AU, in his Book of the Diſeaſes of 
Women, contradicting the Authority of Riolanus, Bar- 
tholinus, and the whole Body of the moſt Renown'd 
and Ingenions Anatomiſts, both Ancient and Modern, is 
at Ter Pains to make us believe, that the impregnated 
Wous Is (like the Bladder) in this Caſe; ; the More it is 
bt the rbiuner it grows, 
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BUI as his quoted Authority of Galen and Carol. 
Stephanus cannot be ſufficient againſt ſo many 
Authors of the contrary Opinion; ſo neither will his De- 
monſtrations of Wax, nor Compariſons with the Womss of 
Animals, be ſufficient to make out his Argument, againſt 
confirm'd Experience, common Senſe, and current Rea- 
ſon, Which Point of Experience I judge this Author to 
have been deficient in, otherwiſe he would certainly. 
have given us ſome particular Inſtance or other of ir, and 
not had Recourſe to Inconſiſtencies for ſupporting his new- 
faſhion*d unreceiv'd Notion. For what Compariſon can 
there be betwixt an Animate and Inanimate Body? Or 
what Affinity betwixt the WOMB of Animals and that 
of Women, who are form'd after the Image of Gop, 
and (by a Prerogative above all other Creatures) are fur- 
niſhed with a VOM very different from them? 

I ingenuouſly acknowledge, when T' firſt met with 
this Author's Works, not daring then to be too Pofitive 
in this Point, I was put into ſome Suſpence of Judgment; 
which made me not only conſult with the beſt of Au- 
thors and Profeſſors of Anatomy, but alſo induc'd. me to 
embrace every Opportunity of ſatisfying myſelf other- 
ways to a full Convittion.

WHEREFORE. at all Diſſections of pregnant Do- 
men, where I have been preſent, I carefully obſerved: 
and took notice of this particular Point ; upon which I 

muſt needs affirm, thar I always found the WOMB 
(however Big or Little) of its natural Thickneſs, and 
rather thicker than thinner : For tho' It is expanded by 
the growing Infant, &c. yet it may (moſt probably) be 
equally condenſed, by the Imbibition of the fluent Hu- 
mours, Which conſolidate into itſelf by the Pores of 
its Plexcus Body. Nay, I have not only ſatisfy d 
myſelf in dead, but alſo in living Bodies, with re- 
ſpe& to this Matter; for by paſſing One Hand into the 
IWOMB to take away the Secundine, when the Other laid 
upon the BI IV, I clearly diſcerned the Truth by Sexss, 
and have ſometimes found the VOM not only in- 
credibly Thick, but alſo Riom withal : And in this

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Matter, I have not been ſingular ; for I find the ingeni- 
ous Daventer writes to the ſame purpoſe, upon this 
Head, in his Book of Midwifery. Having therefore 
thus, in ſhort, perceiv'd the Thickneſs of the WOMB, 
both with my Hands and Eyes, I muſt truſt my Sznses, 
and prefer my Experience betore any Man's bare Conjec- 
ture; for tho' I often fee not thoſe Things which J be- 
lieve, yet I muſt ſtill believe thoſe Things which I ſee. 
WHENCE I conclude, that the WOMB, tho? of 
a different Bigneſs from the Conception to the BIN rn, is 
always, at leaſt, of one Thickneſs with the unconceiv d 
Woms: Which the Divine iſdum no doubt) has ſoorder- 
ed for the Preſervation of the MorhEx and INA NT; for if 
the WOMB in Time of Pregnancy did grow Thinxer, 
according to its Extenſion, it muſt of Conſequence 
grow Weaker, and in that Caſe the Inzant would be 
liable to perforate it with Foor or Hand, which would 
infallibly terminate in the Loſs of both their Lives. 
- BU T beſides, if the OM was fo Thin and Weak 
as Mr. Mauriceau 1magines; as the Pregnant Woman 
would be liable to imminent Danger every Moment Be- 
fore, as well as In Time of Lazour ; ſo the Mipwirz 
would be expos'd to the greateſt of Difficulties : For 
who then durſt, without Horror, offer to turn the Ix- 
raxT, ſo cloſely compreſs d in thoſe thin Membranes of 
the O MB? Or who could have Reſolution enough 
to ſeparate and pull away the Arrzx-Birrh ? 15 
HOWEVER, I could produce innumerable In- 
ſtances of moſt Learned and Ingenious Men to ſupport 
my above-mentioned Opinion; but I ſhall content my- 
ſelf now with Ons, who (I think) is of ſufficient 
Authority: For hearing lately that Mr. Mauriceau's 
mention'd Book (which I had only read before in its 
Original French) was tranſlated . by Dr. Chamberlain, 1 
doubted not but I ſhould fully diſcover that Eminent 
"TrAnSLATOR's Sentiment upon this ſingle Point; where- - 
upon this moſt famous Phyſician and Boethogyniſt marks 
by way of. Obſervation or a Bene Notandum, that his 
Charity for his: Author makes him believe that French- 
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Women differ in this Point from Our Engliſh, with whom 
it is apparently otherwiſe order'd. And in the farther 
Explication of his Author's Opinion on this Head, he adds, 


That Experience will convince any inquiſitive Perſon of 
the Contrary. 


TO which I reply, in ſhort, with all due Submiſſion, 
that the Fencl- Nomen do not differ one ſot in this reſpe& 
from:Ours, nor Ours from any Others: Which (no doubt) 
the worthy Doctor was very ſenſible of, notwithſtand- 
ing his great Complaiſance to his Author. 
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Of | the various Local Motion of the WOMB. ; 
LTHOUGH the Ligaments he fixed. to the

Bottom, on purpoſe to keep it duly in the Middle, from 
falling to either Side; yet we may eaſily perceive, 
Fisxsrt, That the Proguant WOMB, as it dilates and ex- 
tends itſelf moſt (in the Bottom) above the Ligaments, 
ſo it riſes Higheſt and becomes Heavieft in that Part; 
by which means it cannot always be contained in the 
narrow Compaſs of the PeLv1s, and the Larger the IN- 
FANT | is, the Higher the- WOMB riſes 3 the Li- 
gaments) in the BxT LT. Inſomuch that when the Ca- 
vity of the Pl vis is not ſufficient to contain a larg 
Wolz, fill'd with One or more well-grown INFANT. 
rogether with the Secundines and Humours, it muſt (of 


neceſſity) aſcend into the Cavity of the BeLLy; as is 
evident from Chap. 10. 


SECONDLY, "The D being in Form of a 
Pear, much larger above than below the Ligaments, and 
that ſuperiour Bulk being only ſuſtain'd ar the lower Part 
by ſubrile Ligaments apt to extend, as well as ſu 
ed near the Orifice by the Bladder and Recrum, which 
are IG looſe, and — Parts : Hence, I ſay, we 

* 
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may eaſily conceive, that as Theſe are not ſufficient to 
hinder a large Won from aſcending above the Borders 
of the PzLvis into the Cavity of the BzLLy ; ſo neither 
are they able to keep it from leaning or inclining this 
or that way, by reaſon of its Weight in the Buttom, 
Which is always the farther diſtant from the Ligaments, 
the more it is extended : And the extended Woms being 
not of the ſame Firmneſs and Solidity with Trar in a 
| natural State, is the more apt and ready to move aſide, 
| either on the Right or the Left Hand. 

| NOW this various Motion of the Wows, in ſhort, 
| will appear more manifeſtly Probable, when we conſider 
how variouſly Women with Chip move their Bodies, 
bending them every way for Relief, when oppreſs'd with 
Pain; both fitting and hing in different Poſtures : All 
which may eaſily give the Wows a Tendency this or that 
way, ſliding either Forwards or Backwards, to the right 
or the left Side of the Perſon.

Doubt not. in the leaſt but among the Many, ſome 
will reje& this, Thxsis as Falſe or New-fangled ; 
but They who are Ignorant of it, are meer blind Novices 
in the Art of Mipwirexr : For repeated Experience 
has taught Myſelf and many Others the Certainty of 
this Truth ; as will more amply appear from the follow- 
ing Dicourlt.-: 4 a . 

T HE Vn having then aſcended into the Cavity 
of the BeLLy, if its pointed Parts tend perpendicularly 
into the PzLvis, ſo as that its Orifice may be eaſily 
touch'd on every Side with the Fingers, its Bottom is 
placed about the N aver ;. and This I call a right or 
natural Situation: But when otherways, the Poſture is 
changed, inclining this or that way, and the Orifice.ſuſ- 
ar pended 
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pended ſo High, that it can ſcarce or not at all be 
rouch'd, I call That a wrong and preternatural Pofition, 
or oblique Situation of the Wong; which may not only 
be occaſion'd (as is ſaid) by the Weight and Bulk of 
its Bottom, above the extended and relaxed Ligaments, 
but alſo by many other different Cauſes ; ſuch as an ob- 
durated Gland, a Cicatrix, an Ulcer, an Obſtruction of th 
Veſſels in the Ligaments or adjacent Parts, &c. 3 
HENCE it is that the wrong Poſitions of the 
Wolz are manifold, which would be very tedious to 
enumerate exactly here; but only, that I may not paſs: 
by what is ſo material, I ſhall reduce them to a Fourfold 
Difference; as the Ancients did the Winds, becauſe of 
the Four Regions or Limits of the Heavens. And Thoſe 
Four will (I hope) comprehend all other wrong Situations 
of the WOMB, not very improperly or mal-a-propos, as 
Ovid * has comprehended Theſe in the following elegant 
Verſes, viz. Ke 5 |

THE firſt bad Poſition of which is, when the Bot- 
tom of the WOMB is placed on the left Side of the 
Woman, a little raiſed or depreſs'd ; the Orifice being 
turn'd towards the Spixx of the right Os Itivm or Os 
Pusis, againſt which the Inrant in time of Bixta 
commonly puſhes its Head, beats out its Brains, and 
ſticks there to Death: Or elſe paſſing the ſaid Spixx, 
it lies a-thwart the PEI vis. IR - 
THE Second ill Poſition of the WOMB is, when the 
Bottom is ſeated on the right Side; the Orifice being

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turn'd towards the /eft Part of the PeLvis, directly op- 
poſite to the other Poſition, and attended with the ſame 
Inconveniencies. | 
THE Third is, when, in Women having large Bel- 
lies, the WOMB hangs too much Forwards; the Orifice 
being turn'd towards the Os Sackuu: So that the Ix- 
PANT falls down by the Head into the Bent, or crooked 
Cavity of the Os Coccrois, where it fatally ſticks faſt. 
THE fourth Oblique Situation of the WOMB is, 
when its Bottom is preſs'd too near the DrApRNACMA, 
and its Body too near the VzrTeeR& of the Loins ; the 
| Orifice being elevated, is thereby turned too near the 
OS PUBIS, where the Inrant ſtriking its Head againſt 
theſe Bones, remains immoveable and periſhes : Or, 
(which is worſe) ſliding with its Head upon the OSSA 
PUBIS, it is turn'd on one or other Side or Back- 
wards ; when (commonly with Hand or Arm out of the 
Body) it lies a-thwart the Paſſage, and infallibly occa- 
ſions its Own or its MorhEx's Death, or Both; unleſs 
(as in the. three preceding Caſes) it be in due time pre- 
vented by the Aſſiſtance of ſome very skilful Hanp. 
| THOSE are the Four moſt difficult and principal 
| wrong, or chief preternaturalSituations of the OMB; from 
whence we may eaſily frame a competent Conjecture of 
the Reſt; to wit, when the Bottom of the WOMB is 
more or leſs turn'd to the right, or the Jeft Side, or for- 
wards, or backwards : Since as that differs more or leſs 
from the natural Pofition, ſo the Bir in like manner is 
| (of conſequence) the more or leſs Difficult, as will here- 


alter manifeſtly appear.

1 HE Midwife ought to have a ſpecial Knowledge in 


ä This Matter, ſince a Thing ot ſo much Moment 
as LIFE itſelf often depends upon it; yea, and this 
Knowledge is of abſolute Neceſſity to all Perſons prac- 
riſing Mipwareky, becauſe many different Points of the 
greateſt Importance, are thereby plainly diſcover'd : But 
before I enter upon theſe Things, I would have it 
rightly underſtood, that nothing elſe is meant here by 
the Performance of the Touch, than (upon having firſt 
pared the Nails ſhort, equal, and ſmooth) paſſing the 
two Fore-fingers of either Hand, (previouſly well anointed 


with Fat or Butter, when proper Oils are not to be had) 


through the VuLva into the V aGina, in order to reach the 


Orifice of the WOMB, and to diſcern its Foxx, by feel> 


ing it on each Side. | | 
AN it is not only requiſite that the Woman in 
Lazouk be touched, before her Pains come on, becauſe 
then the Membrane containing the Humours being looſe, 
the IxrAxr's Poſture may be the better diſtinguiſh'd ; 
but the ſame Touch alſo is to be continued during the 
Force of the Pains, the better to know their Nature and 
Effects; whether the Inrant continues ſtill at the Paſ- 
ſage or not; and whether the Humeurs are contracted 
lexgth-ways, or preſs'd into a Flat Form, and the like. 


For after the Pains are over, it is eaſily to be perceiv'd, 


whether they have promoted the BTH or Not. 
BUT during this Performance of the Toucn, great 
Care muſt be taken not to handle the Membranes con- 
_ taining the Humour: too roughly, leſt they ſhould break 

in the Action. 4 


NOW 
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NOW that the Mipwirz may the more readily - 
perform her Touch, ſhe muſt take good Heed to what 
is ſaid of the Cavity of the PEL vIS: for as it riſes from 
the Bottom obliquely, aſcending forwards; ſo, upon 

this Occaſion, in ſeeking for the Orifice of the Wous, 
ſhe muſt not thruſt her Fingers ſtreight along according 
to the Length of the Body, towards the bending of the 
Os Sackum ; but guide them apwards from the Bottom, 
as if thro” the VACIN A, ſhe would touch the Navel : 
For Thus her Hand being turn'd inward, and her Fin- 

- gers tending towards the Navel, the Orifice of the 
Wows lying directly in the way, ſhe meets with it 
readily at firſt. Whereas they who go otherways to 
work, ſeek it in vain, and find it with Difficulty. 

T HIS Obſerration I thought the more requiſite 
in this Place, becauſe MDE not accurately un- 
derſtanding the Situation of the Bones of the AE L vis, 
think that the Woms and its Neck or VAGINA reach 
according to the Length of the Woman, and make uſe 
of their Hands accordingly : Firſt hurting the V acina 
and Rxcruu in the Bending of the Sackuu; and then 
finding no farther Paſſage for their Fingers; but being 
altogether ignorant of the above-mentioned Method of 
finding the ſaid Orifice, they are very often ſurpriz'd, 
fall into great Confuſion for want of better Inſtruction.

Conceer1on, and its Orifice becomes more pointed, hard, 
and ſolid, reſembling (according to Mauriceau's juſt 
Compariſon) the Mouth of a Puppy newly pupp'd. f 
BUT in time of the INFANT's ripening, this 
Orifice begins to ſwell, and becomes ſoſter, ſmoother, and 
thinner than it was Before.

. SECONDLY, The MIDV/IFE diſcovers by the 
TOUCH, whether the Time of Bur is near at hand, 
and how near it is.

As then the INFANT advances. in Maturation, ſo

IN ſome Women, this ORIFICE begins to open two 
or three Months beſore BirH; and this Aperture en- 
larging itſelf by degrees, becomes ſoon as wide as a 


Shilling-Piece, when the Motion of the INFANT may 


be diſtinctly perceiv'd : And in others it is ſo much 
en enlarged, that one ſingle Pain or two accompliſhes 
the Bix TH.

BUT as all Women are not alike, ſo this RULE 


will admit of ſundry Exceptions; for ſtrong-body'd Wo- 


men, Women of their Firſt Child, and thoſe ſomewhat 


in Tears, their Wouzs continue generally ſhut up to the 


laſt, and open not without the ſevereſt Pains; And 
not only ſo, but the Orifice of the Wows differs alſo, in 
all difficult. and Preternatural Caſes, as well by reaſon of 
its own oblique Situation, as of the INFANT 8 ill Poſture. 
For this Reaſon it is, that an Experienced and Judi- 


cious Hand is moſt requiſite upon ſuch, . ö

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fince ſuch an One can clearly diſtinguiſh, what Another 
cannot ſo much as pueſs at. n ent 
THIRDLY, The MIDWIFE immediately knows 
by the TOUCH, whether the Woman be taken with the 
real and genuine Lazouvs-Parns or Not. Which is a 

| Point of the greateſt Moment ; ſince as it is of bad Conſe- 

quence to delay the Bix ru, when the Woman is ſo ta- 
ken, eſpecially if the DUB and INFANT be Both 
well ſituated, leſt the Pains ſhould vaniſh, and the Op- 
portunity of Dxt1very ſhould thereby be loſt : ſo, on 
the other hand, to force a Woman to Lazovk, unſea- 
ſonably, when but ſeiz'd with Baſtard-Pains, is a moſt 
- pernicious Thing. 
BU both theſe Caſes too often happen, even to the 
Hazard, if not the Loſs alſo of both Lives; eſpecially 
the Latter, when the MIDWIFE does not know how to 
diſtinguiſh theſe Falſe Pains, either the Cholick, or other 
Gripes, from the genuine Pains by the TOUCH: As will 
be more fully and amply explain'd in the next fol- 
lowing Chapter.

GIVE me Leave to ſay then, that Brxtn is not to 
be provok'd by any Means, until the MIDIWIFE, by 
touching the Orifice of the Woun, is certain, that the 
Woman. labours under the Tue Pains ; which is not to 
be judiciouſly  fuppos'd to happen before the Seventh 
Month at fooneſt. .

When 
the MIDVVIFE finds the Head of the Ixraxr and the 
lower Part of the Won fallen into the Cavity of the 
PeLvis, ſo that She can touch it in the Confines of the 
Vacina: 2.

NOW the Reaſon of ſuch Difficle. Un ts Boup

- SECONDLY, I would advito all a 
Women, to give themſelves over into the Hands of ſack 
a MIDWIFE, to be univerſally aduiſed and entirely di- 
rected by her Conduct: And thus being under the 
watchful Eye and diligent Care of the prudent and 
skilful MDW IEE, the good Woman in her Travail has 
Nothing elſe to do (beſides following Iaſtruction) but 
only to aſſume Courage and Reſolution to aſſiſt her owu 
PAINS as ſhe feels them coming on, by drauing and 
holding her BxRATR, as if ſhe was to ſoh or figb, by 
contracting the MUSCLES of her Belly, as much a8 
poſſible; inſomuch that the forcible Inpreſſon may beat 
alike upon each ſide of the Wows;. and depreſs. the 
Diaphragma, which (of Conſequence) ſuppreſſes the 
Woms. But then again in this Caſe I would — 
briefly, that ſhe is ſtrictly to regard the TIME of a rig 
true Travail, as at that Juncture only to uſe theſe b he 
beſt and ſtrongeſt Enden ours.

HOWEVER that be, and whaterer the *

ceive the BIRTH : Which ( when advanced as far 
the EARS, or thereabonts): ſhe is to take gentle hold of,

THUS, in fine, We have diſcreetly deliver d our 
good WOMAM, in Caſe of a Natural Eaſy. Birth ; but 
on the other Side, in difficult and Preternatural Caſes, 
the ſeveral Conditions and Circumſtances will mightil 
differ from the Beginning; becauſe in theſe the PAIN 
are not, always ſufficient to produce the BIRTH 
Hence it is. ſometimes more convenient for the

OWE VER, I know beforchand, that my Me- 

thod of performing this Work, which I am py to la 
down, will be thought a ſtrange Innovation in Mid. 
wifery ; but without any regard to that, in ſpeaking to 
this Point, I ſhall Firſt ſuppoſe this Body to be already 
jooſenꝰd from the Wous ; in which Caſe the Mipwirs 
has nothing to do, but to draw the STRING gently, 
which ſhe holds in Ore Hand, twiſted twice or thrice 
a-round one or more of her Fingers, while ſhe paſſes the 
Other Hand into the Wows, following always the 
STRING * (8 her Guide) to the Place where the Bun- 
umi lies: And where, as in this Caſe, it naturally

has done, and ſtood them All out inefeftually, together 
with their many other various uncertain Experiments t 
no Purpoſe, and none of them have ſucceeded (as it 
has often happen'd) : Then ar laſt, and not till then, 
they direct the aforeſaid Method of the HAND to be 
uſed. But now-a-days, we know better Things than 
to run ſuch indiſcreet Riſques, when we may go a ſafer 
Way to work; or to make uſe of Uncertainties, when | 
we know more Jrfallible Means. As I ſhall, I hope, 1 
make this Method plainly appear to be; [notwithſtands |} 
ing all the great Cautious of thoſe Authors publiſh'd, |} 
and the Difficulties they make of it in our Practice of | 
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MIDWIFERY : And that I will endeavour to do 
from the following Confiderations, vin. 
I. IF after the BTH of the IN AN r, the Hand be 
preſently paſs'd into the Wows, it {lips in together 
with Part of the Arm, as far as is needful, without the 
leaſt Trouble or Iuconvenience to the Woman 3 the Woms 
as well as its Oxteice continuing always, ſo long as 
this may be done, ſufficiently Open: And thus the 
Bixrn may be skilfully accompliſhed or perfected, as 
it were, in an Juſtant; while others (trying their vain 
Projects) ſpend many trifling Hours about it, and it is 
ten to one, if at laſt they ſucceed. - eh 
II. B theſe means, moreover, I preſently know 
whether there be One, Another, or More INFANTS to 
follow ; whether there be a dead CHILD, fal CO N- 
CEPTION, or any Foreign Body whatſoever, lodged in 
the Won; whether any Part, or Pieces of the Szcun- 
DINE, or Membranes, or Lumps of Clotted Blood, be lefr 
behind and rerain'd : All which I propoſe to bring a- 
way either before, or after the SzcunDiNE, as Occaſion 
ſerves, with the greateſt Safety as well as Expedition. 
III. AFTER having thoroughly ſearched on all 
Sides, and thus duly cleans'd the Wos, by continuing 
my Hand in it, until it contracts about that Hand, 
firſt above towards the Bottom, and then below to- 
wards the Orifice, which happens very quickly : I 
find myſelf then, by great Experience, able to rectify 
all Oblique and Preternatural Situations of the Wow; 
as in Caſe of a PxoLapsus, (or Falling down) I can 
hereby move it carefully Up again: If it lies roo 
much Backwards, by elevating it while it gradually 
contracts, I can eaſily bring it Forwards, to its Na- 
tural Poſition : Tt it hangs too much Forwards, I can 
quickly reduce it Backwards : It it tends to either Side, 
I can directly move it to its Center.

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NO This being ſo ſucceſsfully done, J can, in 
fine, aſſure and ſecure any Lying-in-MW/oman, that her 
Wows is both duly purg'd, and naturally ſhut again as it 
ought to be; which I take to be the greateſt Satisfatton 
the Chir p-BRD- Won can conceive in her Condition.

IV. THEY who leave all theſe Things to mere 
Naruss; riſque their PaTitxt's future Welfare, and 
very often her Life too, as innumerable Tragical Ex- 
amples witneſs : For Narvzz itſelf moſt particularly 
requires our ſpecial Aſſiſtance in this Caſe. But (accor- 
ding to their indifferent Notions) it is Time enough to aſſiſt 
Narunk, when it is found Deficient ; and then, in Caſe of 
ExtremiTY, they unanimouſly agree that there is no 
other way to help or ſave the Woman's Liez, but by 
this Mrhop of Manual Operation, To which I an- 
ſwer, that Naruxs operates not in an Jaſtam, but (in 
all Caſes) requires a competent Time, to diſcharge its 
reſpective Functions; and being left too long to itſelf, 
for want of Help, is many a-time (by intervening Acci- 
dents) found at laſt Incapable : Upon which, then They, 
beginning their Endeavours to ſecond it, generally come 
too late. For if the Caſe does not prove to be paſt all 
Remedy, it is at leaſt (by this Protraction of Time) often 
rendred not only difficult, but alſo deſperate ; as will evi- 
dently appear in the Caſe in hand, from what follows,

I. WHILE They (conformable to the general and 
univerfal Practice of common MDH HE) expect the 
Performance of NAruxx, or the Succeſs of their trifling 
Means, in the mean time, the On of the Woms is fo 
cloſely ſhut up, that in the ſpace of an Hour or two, it 
cannot be penetrated, without renovating the moſt ſe- 
rere racking Pais to the J/oman ,' who (perhaps) has 
been ſufficiently ſpent before, by the Dzrrvzxy of 
her InraxT, and is nou conſequently. incapable of 
ſtanding: out the renew'd PaN s: whereby of courſe 
She muſt ſuccumb at laft, and give np the Ghoſt, for 
want of Timely Help; as innumerable Hſtances confirm 
for an undeniable Truth. Bur, II. 
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I. SUPPOSING the Wiman to be able to 
.undergo the PAINS, yet the Woms is however con- 
traced, and the SECUNDINE bound ſo cloſe up, that 
.this Body; which before adher'd Cake-ways to jts Bottom 
in a ſmooth and broad Form, is now ſo ſqueez'd, into a 
ſmall and Jong Figure, that it is even now a Difficulty 
next to Impoſſible, to reach the Bottom of the Wonz, 
and ſtill a harder Task to extract an entire Scundine, 
without prejudicing the WO. 
III. THEY who: altogether negle& Manual! Opera- 
tion, may (I confeſs) ſometimes deliver their Woman, 
when Succeſs accidentally anſwers their WIS H: Bur 
without this Mean, they cannot poſſibly reſtore a pro- 
laps'd, fallen-down, or an obliquely ſituated Wows, to its 
natural Poſition, No, to the Contrary, Nothing is 
more common among ignorant unwary MIDWIVES, 
than to invert and draw down the Bottom of the Wows 
itſelf, by pulling ge Navel-String, as they fooliſhly in- 
tend by means of it only to extract the SECUNDINE. 
Neither does the Miſchief always end here, but miſ- 
taking this Body, when ſo found by their 'Tovcn, they 
immediately imagine it to be the Head of another Ix- 
FANT; and perſevering in this falſe Conjecture, they 
manifeſtly expoſe the poor Woman to the Hazard of 


her Life. Neither, 8 
IV. POSSIBLY can They, without the Uſe of the 
Hao, ſo cleanſe the Won of the Reliques of the E- 
CUNDINE, which may ſtick up and down to the 
Won; or of the Pieces or Parts of the Membranes, 


which may remain there; or of the clotted Blood, which 


commonly ſtays behind. From hence therefore it ne- 


ceſſarily follows, that (without the Mears of the Harp) 


They cannot be Poſitive or Certain in any Circumſtance, 
relating to the True State of the Woman. They can 


neither aſſure Herſelf, nor thoſe concern'd, that her 


Won is duly purged; if (perchance) of the SECUN-

V. CAN they poflibly ſecure the Voman, that her 
WOMB is duly ſhut and contracted; much leſs can they 
(without theſe Means) affirm that it is orderly fituated 
in its proper natural CENTER: By the Neglect or Fault 
of which Condition, ſhe is not only rendred Barren af- 
= po but alſo moſt infirm all the Days of her 
Lije. 

BUT notwithſtanding how plain and eaſy ſoever, I 
have endeavour'd to make out the above-mention'd 
Mzrhob, I would over and above recommend Tt only 
to the judicious and well-qualify'd MIDWIFE ; by no 
Means to thoſe that are ignorant in the Parts of GE- 
NERATION, nor to any ſtiff clumſy-fiſted Perſon : And 
that for the Two following Reaſons ; vis 

I. LEST the SrTrxe (by ſome Accident or other) 
ſhould break, and ſhe, miſſing this Guide to the SE- 
CUNDINE, ſhould take One Part for Another, and con- 
ſequently difledge the Woms inſtead of the Arrtzr- 


BikTH; which has undoubtedly often happen'd by 


ſuch blind Dotxcs, notwithſtanding this very remark- 
able Difference between Them, that the SECUNDINE 
diſtinguiſhes itſelf from the Other, by a great many lit- 
tle Inequalities on the Outſide, occaſion'd by the Roors 
of the Umbilical Veſſels. And, 

II. LES T ſhe ſhould unwarily either * tear, 
or ſcratch the Woms, with her thick, fleſhy, 
rigid Haxp, or with her ſtiff and crooked FinGERs:

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THE INFANT being thus irritated, immediately 
ſhakes off its Fetters, breaks the Ligaments, rents the 
Membranes, thruſts through the Encloſures, and makes 
its moſt vigorous Attempts to enlarge itſelf from the 
Priſon of the Wows, into that of the WorLD. | 

WHICH Enlargement depends very much indeed 
upon NATURE, but more particularly on the 
Strength and Vigour of the INFANT, ſeconded by a pe- 
culiar Faculty of the Woms, that by degrees is drawn- 
in to Conſent, and Endeavour to diſlodge and expel its 
troubleſome and obſtreperous GUEST. 

NOW the INFANT, during the whole Time of 
Geſtation, adhering to the WOMB, by the Umbilicals, 
as the Fruit does to the TREE by the Stalks, upon this 
Occaſion diſtends the O MB, and having valiantly 
turn'd itſelf, breaks the Membrane, and diſſolves the Ace- 
tabula: When alſo the Orifice of the VOM is com- 
petently open'd ; and That (in Avicenna's memorable 
Words“) at the Command of the great Gor. Upon 
This the Waters flow; the Umbilicals parting from the 
WOMB and their proper Veſſels, and the Veins and Ar- 
teries of the SECUNDINE ſevering themſelves, in like 
manner; As ripe Fruit, or the Leaves of TREES in Au- 
tumn fall-off naturally, or break from their proper Stalks. 

THUS the WOMB, exerting its extenſive and 
expulſive Faculties, excludes the Legitimate INFANT : 
'To which great Work alſo, the Painful Labours, and 
Labouring Pangs of the MOTHER (in the manner the 
happen with the contracted Spirits, depreſs'd Midrif, 
and compreſs'd Muſcles of the AzDomen) contribute 
not a little Help, And, in ſhort, this ſtupendous Work 
or Action is called BIRTH ; and is nothing elſe, but an 
Excluſion of the mature CHILD. 


WHICH BIRTH proceeds either from Cauſes of 


the INFANT, or from Cauſes of the H/OMB : Of the 
INFANT, becaufe through the ſtrict Confinement of a 
narrow Place, and Defect 4 of Aliment, and Refrigera- 
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tion, It kicks and ſpurns for its Exir: Of the WOMB, 
becauſe about that Time, being overloaded and ag- 
grieved by the Bulk and Weight of the Cairo, it en- 
deavours, by its own expulſive Faculty, to disburthen 
itſelf, and propel or drive it forth to the utmoſt of its 
Power. For | | ; 

AS it is the proper Function of the Srouach, to 
eject the noxions Humours by Vomit, and deje& the Na- 
tural Excrements into the INTESTINES; as it is alſo 
the Office of the RECTUM to evacuate the Faces; as like- 
wiſe the Profufion of the Urine is the Action of the Brap- 
DER 3 as again the Extrufion of all fuliginous Matters is 
the Work of the HAN r and Luncs ; and as, at laſt, the 
Effufion of the Genital SztD (in Venery) is the Operation 
of the Virile TESrIcI ES: So the Excluſion of the Mature 
FOETUS is the Eighth + and laſt proper Action of the 
Woh; which is juſtly deem'd the only Primary Agent 
and Afive Cauſe of BIRTH, as the excluded FOET US 
is the Paſſzve. pt | * 
_ BUT this BIRTH is not always Uniform; for as it 
differs in Time, ſo it does alſo in Manner: From hence 
we have with reſpect to the ThE, Legitimate and Ilegi- 
timate BIRTHS, which being already diſcuſs'd *, I ſhall 
reſume nothing by way of Repetition in this Place: And 
with reſpe& to the Max xRR, we have alſo two general 
Sokrs, namely, Natural and Preternatural BIRTHS; 
which together with their particular Branches, I am 
now to enter upon, without any farther Digreſſion. 
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AAA LET EFFEFTFEE EEE 
Of Natural BIRTHS. - 


Draa Natural BIRTH, I mean nothing elſe, but 
I that which is perform'd without any ART or 
 Aruficial Means; which BIRTH (of itſelf ) ſtrictly ob- 
ſerves the Order and Appointment of Nature: That 
is, in the INFANT's coming Head foremoſt, Face down- 
wards, Arms following, extended (along the Sides) ſtrait - 
upwards, towards the Thigh, | 
HIPPOCRATES's Reaſon}, in ſhort, for the 
CHILD's thus turning and preſenting itſelf, is very 
good; Viz. Becauſe of all the Parts, the Heap is the 
Heavieſt about the Time of BIRTH, as appears more 
at large from Sect. I. Chap. 19 ppt e 
BU T beſides this Argument, I believe Wiſe Na- 
ture has alſo order d it thus ; becauſe This indubitably 
is the moſt ſafe and eaſy Manner of EXITION both for 
he Mother and Infant: Inſomuch that by all other 
ubogs of EXTRACTION, One or the Other, and 
ſometimes Beth Lives are, or may be, endanger'd, if 
not very dextrouſly perform'd, according to the beſt 
ws of Art and Judgment, as by and by will more 
manifeſtly appear. e ED 
BUI becauſe I have generally obſerv'd moſt Au- 
thors to treat promiſcuouſly of BIRTHS, not only--ac- 
counting ſome, which are really Natural, to be Preter- 
natural ; but alſo both handling and writing of them as 
ſuch, only becauſe attended with ſome diffiult Circum- 
ſtances: I ſhall (in this place) take Leave to make an 
agreeable Diſtinction betwixt the different Sorts of Natu- 
ral BIRTHS, in order to make every thing the more 
clear and obvious to the Conception of the RæAbRR. Upon 
which Account therefore, I ſhall reduce Theſe to two 
e Pur, FCC. 
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Head, and that under the 'TrrLEs of Natural Eaſy, and 

Natural Difficult BIRTHS. d 2 eee Be NES 
THE FIRST of which I inelude in this Chapter; 
but becauſe in this Caſe (which I call a Natural Eaſy 
BIRTH), Nature alone always performs the Work, 
without any Help of ART or Artful Means ; and becauſe 
alſo the Min wir (upon this Occaſion) has but little or 
nothing to do, ſave only to obſerve the coneluding Chaps 
ters of the laſt preceding Srcriod; and upon receiving 
the Crutp, immediately to manage and provide both for 
the Moruzx and the Ix ANT according to their ſeveral 
Neceſſities, as hereafter ſhall be inculcated inthe reſpective 
Chapters of the next follow ing Srcriod: I ſay, for theſe 
Reaſons, I have no Room here to inſiſt farther on this 
preſent 'Hzap ; wherefore re in courſe to the 
SEcoND Sort of theſe BIRTHS. Namely

NOW the. Cauſes of |Difficule BIRTHS are very 

various, and according to the Nature of them, This 
ſometimes proves equally as dangerous as the Preterna- 
tural ; but when ſo it happens, I have commonly ob- 
ſerved the Fault to be, for the -moſt Part wholly owing 
to the arrogant MIDWIFE, who either knew not 
how to remove the Cauſe and- facilitate the BIRTH 
Herſelf, or delay d applying betimes to ſome. Abler Per-

HEN CE ariſes a Fundamental Maxim, which I 
would lay down for a memorable Rule to all ſuch IoNo- 
RANTS; that no MIDWIFE ought to keep a Woman 
in this Condition under her Hauds (eſpecially in a Place 
where extraordinary Help is to be had) any longer, 
than ſhe finds the Advances of BIRTH anſwer to the 
Proportion of Time ſpent about it: But forthwith ſhe 
ought to deliver her up to the Care of the more Skilful 
and Judicious PraFiſer in this Art. In which Caſe, 
of Compliance and Condeſcenſion, ſhe is to be highly com- 
mended for her tender Care, and cautious Concern ; 
Whereas upon acting contrary to this good Rule out of 
Pride or Obſtinacy, and the fatal Accident enſuing, I 
have known the MDE to have been try'd for her

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N all difficult Caſes, the Con or Remedy hich des 
1 pends upon the certain Knowledge of the Nature of 
the Ge, — the Cauſe of the Difficulty : Since (accord- 
ing to Celſus *, that noble Roman Phyſician) it is not to 
be ſuppos'd that He ſhould know how to remialy * 
eaſes, who knows not their Original Cauſes.  - + 

FOR as in other Caſes, ſo alſo in MIWIFERY, the. 
Cauſe being known, the Difficulty is eaſily remov > ty but 
eſpecially when it only proceeds from External Cauſes, 
it requires no great Axrt, ſave only the MIDH/JF Bs 
particular Notice and diſcreet Animadverfion. - 

AS, FIRST, for Inſtance, in Caſe of any Dif 15 
occaſion d by an Intemperature, or inclement Conſtitution. 
of WRArhEx and Am; the more adverſe or inclement; 
the WRATrHER is, the more tender Care ought to be 
taken of the Labouring Woman: Namely, in SUMMER, 
when the Heat ſcorches ſo much as to diſſipate the Ne- 
man's Strength, ſhe ought to Lazour in a-Groupd- 
Chamber backwards, which may be ſtrewed (for the 
Purpoſe) with Vine or Wi lou- Leaves, Roſe-Water, and . 
a little Vinegar ; as it is cuſtomary in hot Countries. - 

IN WINTER, when the Cold pinches ſo as to condenſe 
and aſtringe the Wows and the Paſſages, ſhe ought to 
Lazovk in an Upper-Room, kept moderately warm with 
one continued Fire; the MIDWIFE; rabbing gently the

A Second External Cauſe may proceed from the 
Paſſions of the Will or Mind, as it often does from 
Fear and Deſpair, Dejection and Fuſillanimity: In which 
Caſe, it is the MIDWIFE's Duty to encourage her 
Woman by the Hopes of a Speedy DELIVERY, and 
doing well under Gop's Bleſſing. When the Cauſe ariſes 
from Anger or Sorrow, theſe are to be aſſuaged by the re- 
peated Chriſtian Exhortations, and Friendly Admonitions of 
the Mipw1ts and Gossrs. When it comes from Pride 
and Olſtinacy, as has been the Caſe of ſome Lefty 
Women'; who (deeming themſelves too good, to be 
treated aſter the common Courſe of Mankind) have re- 
fafed to undergo or permit the proper Means, abſolute- 
ly neceſſary for their own Relief; Furs ought: to be 
Kere check d by the Company, eſpecially by the neareſt 
Friends; the Mipwirg (by proper Remonſtrances) con- 
vineing her to her Shame of her obſtinate Sid. When 
it proceeds, in fine,” from Baſhfulnefs or too ſtrict a 
Afodefly, ſhe may be juſtly reprehended of Fully; for 
no Woman of good SzxsE (how Modeſt and Virtuous 
ſoever) will expoſe her own Life or her IxrANT'S to 
Danger, for the trifling Funcies or Caprices of her own' 
vain Imagination, eſpecially in a Caſe where like "things 
happen to All- equally of Fleſh and Blood. n 2 
BUT when it happens to proceed from the Wo- 
man's being ill- affected, or owing a private Grudge or 
Hatred to any in the Company, (as I once knew it to be 
the Cauſe of a diſiault and lingrirg BIRTH) She ought 
to ſpeak her Mind freely, at leaſt to her MIDHIEE; 
who ought to give the Perſon civil Notice to retire 
forthwith, for certain Reaſons, Cc. c 
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A Tap External Cauſe of a diſſicult BIRT H ma 
proceed from a wrong Poſition, or other finiſtrous Method 
taken to aſſiſt the Woman : In which Caſe, ſuch Inton- 
veniencies are to be alter'd, and better Meaſures prac- 
tis'd ; for thus the Cauſe being removed, the BIRTH 
differs in Nothing from That of the Natural Eaſy Caſe. 
W HENCE TI come, in the next Place, to ſpeak 
of Difficult BIRTHS, proceeding from Internal Cauſes; 
and becauſe they are Threefold, as has been before ob- 
ſerved, I ſhall aſſign them as many reſpective Chapters, 
treating of Each in their due Order, as mentioned. * 
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N this (as in the former Caſe) the Min wirr muſt 
uſe her moſt acute and niceſt Judgment, to find out 
— particular Cauſe of the Difficulty, Which being 
I. IF She finds it ariſes from the Woman's being 
too Toung, or too Old, of her firſt Child, or too Lean at 
laſt ; ſpe is to anoint the Paſſages with proper Unguents, 
which ought to be done fome time before, as well as in 
the Hour of » LABOUR : When ſbe is likewiſe.to employ 
her ſubtile Hand, in aſſiſting and augmenting the Dilata- 
tion of the Oriſce; as is requiſite alſo in Caſe of the 
Woman being too Far or Grſf. 
II. IF the Woman be too ſmall, ſhort, crooked, or miſ- 
ſpaped, not having a Breaft ſtrong enough to forward and 
bear down her PAINS; or if ſhe be over tender, ſenſible, 
and apprehenſive of PAIN; or too weak, and not able to 
contribute or affiſt by her own forcing Endeavonrs ; or 
ſhort-winded, and not capable to conſtrain _ her Spirits 
downwards: In all theſe Caſes ſhe is to be kept zpright, 
9255 or 
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for the more free Reſpiration, as well as for encreaſing her 
PAINS, ſtanding or walkingabout the Room, according to 
her Hrength, being ſupported under her Arms, and not 
put to Bev until at leaſt the Y/ATERSare broke. But, 
in the mean Time, the weak and tender Woman ought 
to be now and then comforted and refreſhed with freſ} 
ſoft Eggs, good Broths, Jellies, a little Vine and Toaſt, 
a little Wine and Water, or ſuch like convenient Things, 
as well as with the Hopes of a ſpeedy DeLivery. 
III. WHEN the PAINS are not Natural or Ge- 
nuine; but Spurious, Faint and Languid ; or Shifting and 
Tergiverſant ; ſuch are to be aſſuaged by proper Leni- 
tives and Anodynes ; which being regularly done, the 
Genuine Pains may be excited by proper Chfters, and di- 
vers other Means. But I would: adviſe none to a 
Proſuſe Uſe of MEDICINES in ſuch Caſes, ſince I well 
know that many a Woman has loſt her Life by 
uſing dolorifick Medicines, preſcribed by imprudent 
MD IVES, * without conſidering, or ſo much as 
knowing the true Circumſtances of the Condition: 
Whereas in moſt Caſes, by the ingenious Motion of an 
Experienc'd Hand only, the Pains may be ſufficiently a-

- IV. WH E N the Difficulty proceeds from the De- 
bility of the Wows, or its Expulfive Faculty, not being 
able? or capable to Exclude the INFANT, becauſe" of a 
more {trong and valid Retentive Power : In this Con- 
dition, if there be no evident External Cauſe to be ob- 
viated, it depends chiefly upon the Subtile Hand of the 
MIDV/IFE, to aſſiſt the Wows in its Function; and 
otherways the PATIENT is only to be treated as in 
the on of the weak and tender Woman above-men-

V. WHEN the Woman is taken with any Acute Diſ- 
eaſe, the BIRTH isto be prompted by all ſafe Means ; and 
if a Natural DELIVERY does not preſently ſucceed, an 
Artificial one muſt. (without Loſs of Time) be under- 
taken. As in the Caſe of immoderate and continual 
Floodings, with concomitant-. Comuu/fions, which always 
G , n * ; 1 2 2 proceed 
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proceed from the Separation of the SECUNDINE (ei- 
ther in whole or in part) from the Woms, and happen 
many different ways, as already mentioned at large 7. 

IN theſe Caſes, eſpecially if the Scudo is found (by 
the Touch) at the Orifice, there is no Hope of Stopping 
them by any other Means, than by delivering the Wo- 
MAN 3 Which now the ſooner done, the better (for ſaving 
two Lives) and that whether at full time of Reckoning 
or not. But this Operation, I conceive, is to be moſt diſ- 
creetly Uxdertaken in the manner following, viz. 

THE Woman is to be placed in Bp, with the Upper 
and Lower Part of her Body almoſt equal, then the 
Mipwire is gently and gradually to introduce her 
Fingers into the Orifice, dilating it cautiouſly with one or 
two, until ſhe can enter them Al; when opening the 
Marrix by Degrees, ſhe gets in her ole Hand, and 
thereby firſt carefully tears the Membrane with her Nails, 
if the WATERS are not previouſly broke : Then ſhe 
puts her Hand in the ſame Membraue to the Inrant's 
Feet, ſeeking them in their Place, where they are to be 
found, when they don't preſent themſelves at Firſt * 
Becauſe, the Hold by the FEET being Better, it is more 
eaſy to deliver by Them, in this Caſe,than by the HEAD, 
or any other Part. After this the FEET being found, 
the Chil p is eaſily turn'd, as long as the Wous is looſe 
and ſlippery, and the Humours not quite flown off; which 
being nicely done, the FEET are to be drawn out 
both together, if poſſible ; but if otherways, they muſt be 
drawn down ſeparately, with great Caution: And ſo 
being conjoin'd or held faſt together, they are to be 
drawn forward with one Hand, whilſt the other is cir- 
cumſpectly thruſt towards the Knees or Buttocks of the 
CniLD, in order thereby to. turn alſo the whole 
Body of the Ix AN, ſo that its Face, Belly, and Toes 
may tend downwards towards the RECTUM. 

IN this Poſture the Chu p may be gently and gradually 
extracted with Eaſe; next the SECUNDINE muſt be 
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fetch'd 
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fetch'd away in its Turn, and laſtly the Wows is to be 
thoroughly cleans d of all heterogenecusBodies,as formerly 
directed f. And thus the Won (having yielded up its 
Contents) immediately contracts, by which MEANS of 
divine Appointment, the Veſſels cloſe and ſhut firmly, 
and conſequently the FLUX ceaſes, together with all 
the concomitant SYMPTOMS. | 
B UI it is to be well remembred, that this Opera- 
tion ought to be timely perform d; that is, before the 
Woman has loſt too much Blood, or is too much ſpent ; 
in which Condition ſuch a painful Attempt would but 
accelerate her Death. As to her Regimen next, upon 
this melancholy Occaſion, She muſt be duly provided 
for before- hand, that ſhe may be able to undergo and 
ſtand out ſuch an extream difficult DELIVERY; and 
afterwards, that ſhe may recruit her Spirits, and retrieve 
her exhauſted Strength: For which Purpoſes, ſhe 
ought to be ſupplied from time to time with ſome 
good Broths, Jellys, and a little generous Wine, ſmelling 
continually Roſe-Vinegar, and applying repeated warm 
Toaſts dipt in Wine (in which Cinnamon has been infus'd 
or boil'd) to the Region of her HEART, as alſo Napkins 
dipt in a Mixture of Water and Vinegar about her 
Rex1xs, in order for turning the Cumſe of the Flux. 
THESE Things being all duly and artfully per- 
form'd, the Parixnr (under God) will ſoon recover 
and be in Statu quo. Now Theſe, in ſhort, are all the 


principal and moſt common Cauſes of difficult Bix rns 


proceeding: from the part of the Mother ; which being 
thus diſcuſſed with all Brevity, I go on to—— ©

T ſometimes alſo happens, that the Difficuby in 
LABOouR ariſes from the IN ANT: And that 
FIRST, when Two or More ſtrive for Priority in 
BIRTH.

NOW this Condition the Mipwirg can no other- 
ways diſtinguiſh or diſcover, but by the 'Touca ; and 
when the one is more forward than the other, tis not to 
be done or known, until ſhe has even touch d the very 
Fund of the Woms : Becauſe ſometimes it ſo happens, 
that One Cr1tD has its Hands and Feet ſo intermix'd, 
that whatever way She turns her Hand, ſhe finds Legs 
or Arms, Hands or Feet, which often deceives Mipwives, 
believing there are INS. But in this perplex'd 
Caſe the moſt ſure and only certain Sign, is, when ſhe 
feels twoHeads or two Backs; for then ſhe cannot be Miſ- 
taken, ſince one Body cannot have two Heads, unleſs it 
be a MoxsTer, which may be ſoon diſcover'd by feel- 
ing if the double Head be fix d to one and the ſame Body, 
BUT in the Caſe of TIN or more Children (as long 
as they come right) the DzLivtxy is perform'd, as if 
the Woman had but Ons, in the Natural Caſe already 
Stated ; ſo that I ſhall repeat or recapitulate Nothing 
of what I have ſaid, only that the Artzx-Bigrn, or 
Bix rns are not to be touch'd, until all the CHILDREN 
are Born: Upon which drawing gently the Navel 
Strings (in their Turns) with the One Hand, the Other 
brings them forth eaſily and orderly ; as is ſer forth 
more fully in S cr. IV. Chap. 18. | 
A SECOND difficult LABOUR may proceed from the 
Weakneſs and: Debility of the Ix AN, or from its being

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too Small-grown ; in which Caſe, both the Woman.and 
the Mibwirz are to uſe their beſt mutual Endea s 
to promote the BIRTH, ſince the CHIL can do little 
ox nothing for itſelf, and the Teſs it is, the: leſs tit is 
affected with the THROHMS of thi Morber, and the 
leſs Impreſſion her Impulſes make pag ir: Where- 
upon Nature is to be aſſiſted in this WAK Condition by 
all convenient Means, whereof THAT of the Agile or 
Nimble Hand is the moſt effectul . 
A THIRD diftcul: BIRTH may proceed from the 
Intant's being too Big; In which Place I muſt 
previouſly apprize the READER, that I no ways mean 
a MONSTER or zdropical CHILD, but only One full, 
well, or Big-grown, which is only reckon'd too Big in 
regard of the Maternal Paſſages, which may be to 
Small in Proportion. | 
IN this Caſe, there is an abſolute Neceſſity for Ma- 
nua Aſſiſtance, ſince the PAINS (however penetrating 
or forcible) cannot effect the Vork. But and if the 
INFANT is fallen down {well turn d) into the PrTvis, 
the MiDw1rs uſing her beſt and moſt skilful Endeavours 
to dilate the Paſſages below near the Os Coccycis, the 
Cn1LD may be eaſily brought forth (without any dan- 
gerous Inſtrument) by her dextrous Hand only accom- 
pliſhing the Vork. In the mean Time, however, it is 
to be minded always, that This is ſtill more ſafely and 
eommodiouſly done by the Feet, than by the HEAD, 
after carefully dilating the Os Coccrois, taking this 
Opportunity in the beginning of the Lazovuk, before 
the INF ANT is too much preſs'd down into the 
PeLvis. |

In this Caſe, when the MIDWIFE finds the Orifice 
of the Woms ſufficiently dilated, for the Circumference 
of the Hrap, and the Chip ſo forward in the Paſſage, 
that it is ready for BIRTH, and only impeded by the 
rigid or ſtiff Memzrans ; then ſhe has: juſt Authority 
to break it gently with her Nail and Fingers ; taking 
Care in the Act not to draw the Mtemsrans towards 
her, becauſe thereby the Szcu ND (of which the 
Mzmzrans, tho diſtinguiſh'd from the Pracenta, is 
in Effect, but the Thinner Part) would be untimely:

D IFFICULT BIRTHS on part of the Paſſages, 
happen frequently, becauſe of ſome perverſe Form 


of the PELV1S, in theſe Reſpects; as by its being 


either too Large, too Narrow, or too Smooth. But that 
I may be the better underſtood in this Matter: FIRST, 
by a. PELVIS too large, I mean ſuch an One, as is fo in 
compariſon with the Wong or Inranr; in which 
Condition, as the Womb can neither be firmly fx d, 
compactly inclos d, or duly ſupported, ſo neither can 
the Hzap of the Infant and the WATERS be exactly de- 
preſſed upon the Orifice : Hence it often happens, that 
(beſides the Mipwirz's careful Hand) the Priuities are 
the beſt, if not the only Defence, againſt both the 
Worts and the CHI 's falling out of the Body. 

- SECON DL I, By a PELVIS too ſmall, T mean, 
fuch.an\ One as is ſo, in Conſideration of the 812 E of the 
whole Body; in which Condition, the INFANT com- 
monly anſwering to that Proportion, its Head can by no 
Poſſibility paſs thro* the PELVIS, in a Won well 
ſexxed, without great Force, by which Means the 


Won may be edfily. turn d obliquely - And thus oonſe- 


Woms 
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quently the Smalineſs of the PELVIS, may ſometimes 

prove the Cauſe of a Preternatural, as well as of a Dif- 
ficult BIRTH; and not only fo, but alſo the Death of 
both the MOTHER and CHILD may enſue there- 
upon, unleſs timely deliver'd by an Artful Hand. 

THIRDLY, By a PELVIS too ſmooth, I mean 
ſuch an One, whoſe Diſtance betwixt the OSSA PUBIS 
and the prominent Part of the OS SACRUM is too nar- 
row ; in which Condition, tho the Won be well placed, 
it cannot admit the Head (eſpecially if large and well- 
grown) without great Difficulty : And this ſmooth PEL- 
VIS may alſo very eaſily turn the Wows (either way) 
obliquely, and conſequently prove of the ſame dangerous 
conſequential Effect with the preceeding Caſe. 

HE N CE (I think) it evidently appears, how ne- 
ceſſary it is that all MIDI/IVES ſhould not only know 
the Form and Size of the PELVIS, but alſo the Situation 
and Connexion of its Bo NES, as already deſcrib'd 
at large f, that ſhe may thereby the better diſtinguiſh 
the Circumſtances by plainly diſcerning the Cauſes, and 
judge ary of the Pofition of both the W/O MBF .. 

and the INFANT ; fo that in the beginning of the 
Lon, ſhe may immediately diſcover how the PzLvis 
and its Entrance is form'd, whether Large or Narrow, 
Smooth or Round. 2 

FOR this Reaſon, the firſt Thing that the MID- 
WIFE ought to do, when ſhe comes to a Woman in 
LAau0UR, is to try by the Touch, how all is circum- 
ſtantiated, with reſpe& to theſe Things; and This is to 
be done before the HO and the CHILD are fallen 
down into the PxLvis, that ſhe may contrive her Work 
accordingly. Becauſe ſometimes the Exclufion of the 
INFANT, is to be hoped for, from the Pains only; 
ſometimes Nature is to be prudently aſſiſted; ſome- 
times there is an abſolute Neceſſity for extracting the 
Carty (without loſs of Time) by an Ariful Hand, as 
will hereafter more. clearly appear; and ſometimes a- 

gain the ſame Neceſſity obliges us to prorrat? the

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BIRTH, that we may ſave One or Both Lives: As in 
the Caſe of a ſmooth PxLvis, the Os Punis and the VER- 
EER of the Sacku being but little diſtant, the Ciuip's 
Head is ſtopped; when if the MorhEx ſhould labour 
much, or endeavour to force an expeditious BIRTH, 
its tender Head (of courſe) muſt ſuffer in proportion; 
Or perhaps the Brain may break, by ſo hard a Preſſure 
againſt the Bones; or, finally (which is worſe) it may 
be ſo cloſely ſqueez'd between the Bones, that both 
the MOTHER and the INFANT may peradventure 
die, before any BIRTH can poſſibly ſucceed or come 
happily into the World. | 
BUT in this critical Condition, the Woman is to 
labour gently, and bear her PAINS (how violent ſo- 
ever) patiently ; the MIDWIFE always dire&ing the 
_ Head, at the fame time by her ſafe Hand, into the larger 
Space; by which Means at laſt, it paſſes gradually 
through that narrm Paſſage without the leaſt Danger. 
THE fame alſo is the Condition when the PELVIS 
is too ſmall or narrow ; for by the Woman's labouring 
gently and deliberately, the Head is depreſſed ſoftly 
into an oblique Figure, and paſles eaſily by Degrees: 
Whereas, on the other hand, if it is forced by Violence, 
it becomes flat and broad, and conſequently incapable 
of Paſſing, if not alſo daſh'd to Pieces, as aforeſaid. 
HENCE we clearly ſee, how eaſily Inorance in 
this Point, may lead common Mipwivrs into the 
groſſeſt of Miſtakes ; For what is more ordinary with 
them, even in all Caſes, than to adviſe the Woman to 
ſtrong Labour, and to force her to violent Depreſſions : In- 
ſomuch that Somrt have Arrogance enough to carry their 
Borrrks or Powyrns about them, of which they nei- 
ther know the Quality nor Virtue ; taking them only as 
they are told (by the confident Quacks or Mercenary 
Hands which vend them) that they may encreaſe and 
promote the Pars of Labour, and This without having 
any regard to the Fm of the PEL vis, or the Pofition of 
either the VOM, or the INFANT. 


IN 
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IN ſhort, the mature Conſideration of this very Cass, 
was not the leaſt Motive which induced me to the 
Worx in Hand ; ſince I cannot but heartily commiſe- - 
rate ſo many fine delicate Women, as are thus every 
day miſerably handled, tormented, and exhauſted, by 
the prepoſterous Management of ſuch indiſcreet and im- 
prudent MIDWIVES. I may well ſay exhanfted, or 
worn-0ut ; This being too evident, from the, vaſt Num- 
ber of moſt beautiful Nomen, who, by this ill-manag'd 
Condition, (notwithſtanding they have all along here- 
tofore, enjoy'd a good State of Health, together with 
the Aftuence of other Worldly Bleſſings) have been more 
dejected and broken both in Complexion and Conſtitution, 
aſter one or two BIRTHS, than ſome others (judiciouſſy 
and expertly delivered) have been after Twenty : Such 
is the great Difference betwixt the unskilful Hands or 
 Conduft of common Minwives, and thoſe Dextrous 
Tovchxs or ingenious Operations of the more judicious

THESE Misfortunes may proceed from Either of 
theſe two different Cayſes ; viz, Either from the Grofſneſs 
or large Size of theſe Parts of the INx ANT, or from 
the Narrowneſs of the P ELVIS, occaſion'd by an ill 
Pofition of its Bones, particularly of the Os Coccrois; 
which Bone when the Head cannot make it yield or

BUI in all the above-mentioned Caſes, I am ſenſi- 
ble, that moſt M1 DIVE S (not knowing better) 
aſcribe the whole Difficulty to the Orifice of the Wonms 
and the Vacina ; upon which they ignorantly fall a- 
tearing and dilating both the One and the Other, (never 
minding the Point of the Sacxvum) ; and finding theſe 
Orifices but little open d, notwithſtanding the frequent 
Repetition of very ſevere PAINS, they imagine that 
their ſubſtantial Hardneſs or Thickneſs is the only Cavss : 
So that therefore (without regarding any adjacent Part) 
they go on violently dilacerating ſometimes the Mouth 
of the Wons, and ſometimes That of the PRIVITIES, 
(as I have found it by Experience) quite to the Rectum. 
For ſuch is their Stupidity in this Condition of Lirs (as 
Daventer well obſerves) that whilſt they thus tear and 
rend the Woman #0 Pieces in a manner, they allow her 
to fit over and above with the Point of the Os Sackuu, 
upon her Seat or Bed; or in ſome other wrong 
Poftzere, Which ſo preſſes and confines the Os Coccrcis 
at the ſame Time, that neither of theſe can ow :

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Not minding at all that the chief Preſſures and Inpulſes 
of the Hzap, muſt firſt bear upon the Os Coceyers

ſpend the Woman's Strength in vain, break her iris, 
and ruin her Conſtitution thro' Ignorance ; - whilſt a 
capable Perſan, adminiſtring ſeaſonable and judlici- 
ous Help, according to the Circumſtanges of the Caſe, 
refreſnes Nature, renews Strength, gives Courage, and 
fills the (other ways languiſhing and deſpairing) O- 
MAN, with Hopes and Aſſurances of a happy DE- 

IN ſhort, the True Method of Delivering and help- 
ing the Woman conveniently, in the different Conditions 
contain d in this Chapter, depends entirely upon re- 
pelling or thruſting back the Point of the Os Sacxun, 
together with the Os Coccrois. I ſay (therefore) the 

whole Point of the Os Sackunm, and that Hay Part 
lying about it, is to be thruſt back and dilated, ſo that 
the Paſſage may be ſufficiently opened for the INT ANr 
to paſs through; which patent Dilatation is to be pro- 
moted by preſſing alſo back the Os Coccrois. Now theſe 
Things, in ſhort, may be all done cautiouſly without 
creating any intenſe Pain, or the leaſt Damage; and

THUS it is certain, that by aſſiſting a Woman in 
Lazour ſeaſonably and skilfully, her PAINS are hap- 
pily excited and encreaſed; whereas, on the con- 
trary, by imprudent Treatment they unhappily Ceaſe and 
vaniſh, to her great Prejudice. Moreover, daily Expe- 
rieuce teaches us, that the very different Touchuxd of 
Things, occaſions different Senſations ; and from thence 
it is, that the dextrous MIDWIFE knows by one” way 
of 'Fovcuinc, how to promote the-PAINS of Labour;

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and by another, how to retard or put them off ac- 


cording as the Neceſſity of the Caſe requires; which 


hereafter will appear more at large. 
_ BU'T that we may more particularly ſatisfy ſuch 
MIDI/IVES, of our Method of repreſſing theſe Bonrs, 
and Delivering the WOMAN in the aboveſaid Caſes ; I 
muſt add, that, after placing the PATIENT in the 
moſt convenient Poſture for a WOMAN in Labour, 
as before fully enjoin'd t, I would direct Her to 
be ſupported by two Women, and mov d ſo far off 
the BD ͤ or Covucn, that the Point of the Os Sacxum 
may be free to yield or give way backwards, without 
any the leaſt Impediment : Then I would paſs my whole 
Hand at once (being firſt well anointed or dipp'd in 
Oil) into the VAGINA, and from thence (if the Head 
will admit it) into the H/OMB, as occaſion ſhould re- 
quire: where, upon opening my Hand broad, that it

BU T ſuppoſing by the way, that the INFANT 
offers its Buttocks firſt, they being neither ſo round nor 
hard as the HEAD, I would then intrude all my Fi- 
gers into the Woms more eaſily ; ſome of which (or 
ſometimes All) I would paſs into the *Orifice of *the 
Won under the Buttocks as before into the VAGINA: 
Now my HAND being placed there, I intently ob-

BUT ſometimes alſo this Difficulty happens from

BUI becauſe I find, that Preternatural BIRTHS 
deviate in different Degrees, and vary in many reſpects 
from the Natural, and that alſo according to a great 
Variety of CAUSES (no ways known to thoſe moſt 
Learned Authors) but only of late diſcovered ; I ſhall 
Now again reduce the different Species of Preternatural 
BIRTHS to four Clafſes ; namely, Preternatural BIRT HS 
on Part of the INFANT, on Part of the Woms, on 
Part of Both thoſe jointly, and laſtly on Part of ſome 
inter uvening Accidents, 

IN treating of which, I ſhall according to my beſt 
Judgment, fate theſe reſpective HEADS in due Order, 
and aſſign each its proper Branches; which 1 fhall 
particularly diſcuſs in brief Terms, for the Facility 
and Benefit of the Candid READER, whether MAN 
or Woman-Midwife ; That rhey may (by this plain and 
eaſy Method) be enabled the more readily to judge of,

BUI to return from this pardonable Digreſſion to

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IN which Caſe, the MID IEE, having timely diſ- 
cover d this Situation by the Touch, ought immediately 
(upon the flowing of the Waters) to bend the HEAD 
gently forwards to the Bxeasr, all the while adverting 
to handle the Facs, eſpecially the Noſe and Eyes, very 
_ tenderly : And to this End, the Woman may be laid 
down on her Back, with her Head low; by no means 
labouring with the PAINS, before the HEAD of the 
CHILD is ſo conveniently turned : which may be thus 
moſt properly perform'd ; viz. By laying the Palm of 
the Hand on the INFANT's Breaſt, near its Throat, 

reſſing it entirely back towards the Fund of the Wows ; 
be which means the Hxap falls forwards of its own 
Accord upon the MIDVVIFE's Arm, and ſhe with-draw- 
ing her Hand, will find the Heap well turn d. 2 
BUT ſuppoſing the HEAD to be very ſtrictly bent 
or preſſed back, then the MIDWIFE is to attract it 
gently forwards by her Thumb, or Fore- Finger thruſt into 
its Mourh; or by the Points of all Four thruſt betwixt 
the Won and the back Part of the Heap. And thus, 
in fine, the Hzap being wel! Turned, and dextrouſly 
brought into the Paſſage; the Woman is then to be 
placed commodiouſly for BIRTH, and to labour her 
Beſt as in other Caſes. 

HOWEVER to this Caſe, I muſt add, by way 
of Remark for the MIDIWVIFE's farther Information and 
better Government, that, if the Hzap is not brought 
into the Paſſage, as ſoon as the Waters have flow'd, it 
commonly happens, that the Hanps offer themſelyes 
firſt; which if ſhe do not inſtantly repel, the Hxap is 
curn'd-up forwards with the Facs, near the Chin, upon 
the Os Puzis; in which Condition, by reaſon of the Sic- 
city and Contraction of the Woms, the only Expedient is 
to thruſt back the Arms, and ſo paſſing the Hand under 
the CHILD's Breaſt, to take hold of, and extract it by

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CHAP. XIV. 


Of Preternatural BIRT HS, by the Hand, 
Elbow, Shoulder, Knees, or Buttocks pre- 


ſenting firſt. 


HE CHILD alſo ſometimes offers itſelf preternas 
turally to the Orifice, with its HanD, Erzow, 
SHouLDer, Knees, or BuTTocks firſt : In which Condi- 
tion, the Harp always gives an eaſier BIRTH than the 
ELBOw, the EL BZOw than the SHouLDER, the SHOULDER 
than the KNEEs, and the Knzzs than the BurTocks : 
For the Haxo being commonly placed near the Head, 
It is no great Wonder, if it preſents itſelf before, or a- 
long with it; as ſometimes (after Flooding) the HAND 
may ſlide together with the Head obliquely to either 
Side, and thereby either EL.zow or SzouLDeR unfortu- 
nately fall into the Paſſage. _ E od 
THIS is one great Reaſon, why I have before in- 
culcated, that the MD IEE ought to be diligent and 
accurate in Touching her Woman, even before the Mz 
BRANE breaks, that ſhe may thereby diſcover and pre- 
vent this Caſe: Which is eaſily perform'd, either by 
repelling the Hanps, or by pinching the INFANT ſen- 
ſibly by the Fingers, and then it ſoon retracts them; 
for thus, in ſhort, by moving my own Hand ſeaſonably, 
the HAD (of its own accord) {lips of courſe down in- 
to the Paſſage. But and if it happens otherways, tis 
no difficult Matter to turn and bring it down, by di- 
recting my Fingers beyond the Fack to the CHTL D's 
Forehead ; which however muſt be done immediately 
after FLoopinG : Whereas, if This be negle&ed until 


the dry Won is contracted, 'Trtx, and in that Condi- 


tion, the FEET may be looked for, which (in ſuch a 
Poſture) are ſoon found, with the K NE ES next the 
| 8 2 Belly ; 
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Belly; and the INFANT may be readily drawn out by 
them. But | 

WHEN it ſo happens, that the CHILD comes with 
its KNEES foremoſt, it commonly has its LEGS folded 
towards the BUTTO CRS; by which means many a 
MIDWIFE has been deceiv'd, eſpecially when ſhe feels 
but one KNEE, miſtaking it for the HEAD, becauſe 
of its Hardneſs and Roundneſs. 

IN this preternatural Condition, the INFANT muſt 
be ſtopped and hindered from advancing farther ; where- 
fore having placed the Woman aright, I would gently 
repel the KNEES, that I may the more commodiouſly 
unfold the complicated LEGS, one after another; which 
I commonly do by directing ene or more Fingers under 
the Ham, gradually along behind the LEG, until I 
come to the Foor ; drawing always a little obliquely, 
that I may come the eaſier to its Extremity : And thus, 
in ſhort, having diſengaged the One, I accordingly ma- 
nage the Other after the ſame manner ; and by bringing 
both FEET at laſt together, I finiſh my Work, as if 
the Critp had come FEET foremoſt, of which in 
courſe. | 

MOREOVER again it alſo happens ſometimes, 
that the CHILD falls with irs BUTTOCKS forwards ; in 
which preternatural Condition, the Mipwirs muſt induſtri- 
ouſly prevent it from coming too lou in the Passace, before 
it be duly corrected or re&ify'd ; ſince the Inraxt can- 
not poſſibly come, after this manner, into the World ; 
unleſs it be very ſmall, and the PASSAGE, on the other 
hand, very large. Wherefore in this Caſe, after the 
Woman is decently laid upon her Back, with her Head 
declining, I would adviſe to thruſt back the BUT- 
TOCKS as well as poſlible ; then paſſing up my Hand 
along the T H1G HSto the Legs, I would take hold of 
the FEET, and bring them gently, and one by one, 
forth gradually ; which being done, I would attra& 
them by the HEELS towards the Side as far as the 
Length of the BUT TOCK SS; and then at laſt taking 
good Hold under the HIPS, I would eaſily and _ 
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with the greateſt Deliberation, draw out the Whole 
Body ſucceſſively. SENT 
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CHAP. xv. 


Of Preternatural BIRT H S, by the Breaft, 
Belly, or Back, preſenting firſt; and the 
INFANT 's hing tranſoerſe. 


OMETIMES likewiſe the CHILD offers its 

BREAST or BELLY firſt, along with the Navel-ſtring ; 
which Preternatural Figure is moſt dangerous for the 
BIRTH, becauſe of the Body's bending backwards. 
IN this difficult Caſe, the attentive MIDWIFE 
places her H/oman conveniently, as ſoon as the Waters 
have flow'd, and ſliding her Hand into the Won, re- 
moves the String, and endeavours to bring the HEAD 
forwards into the PASSAGE; which ſhe eaſily per- 
forms, as long as the Inzant is ſuſpended on high, and 
its Back not too much bent, by putting-in her Hand 
gently up to the hinder Part of the CHILD's Head, at- 
tracting it gradually downwards. But if in this Condition 
the BIRTH be fallen too far down, it is more adviſeable 
firſt to attract the FEET conſiderately. 

I ſay conſideratelyj, becauſe it is not ſufficient to pe- 
netrate with the Hand to the FEET ; which however 
yet, in this Poſture is pretty difficult: But alſo to know . 
exactly in what manner they are to be drawn dun; 
ſince it is no indifferent Matter to underſtand how that 
is to be rightly perform'd with Succeſs. Wherefore I 
ſhall in this place take upon me to ſet forth two different 
Ways of Turning the INFANT in this Condition ; viz. 

I. I would either Fixsr paſs my Right Hand to the 
Left Thigh of the CHILD, and taking hold of it near 
the KNEE, puſh it upwards with my Thumb, drawing 
It at the ſame time ee with my Fingers r 
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behind : Thus I would bring down one KNEE to the 
Paſſage, leaving the Foor yet above, and then the other 
KNEE in its Turn; which being done, I would 
change my Hand, and put the Left up to the INFANT's 
Belly or Breaſt ; where, as I thruſt back its Body upwards, 
there 1s preſently Room enough : then I would take 
hold again of one or both KNEES, to move the CHILD 
higher, that ſo the FEET may be more conveniently 
brought into the Paſſage one by one, if not Both at 

once: Or, upon the LEGS being bent with the Right 
Hand, and the K NE E S brought into the Paſſage (as 
above) I would take hold of them below the Hau, 
and bring them paſt the Orifice of the Won, till the 
FEET are before the Paſſage ; whereupon I would 
then readily endeavour to extract the Inraxt by the 
FEET. Or, Stconpry, 


II. I would put my Right Hand up along the Belly to 


either TOR, or Knex, having at the ſame time a 


thin Bandage doubled and dipp'd in Oil, upon my Fin- 
gers Ends, in order to be put about the Knee, that I 
may attract it gently thereby; which I would draw out 
again by the Right Hand, whilſt my Left holds the Ends 
of the Bandage, that they may not move out of their 
Place: Then I would take the Extremities of the Ban- 


whilſt I paſs up my Left into the Wows, to thruſt the 
CHILD's Belly upwards. By which ingenious and regular 
Means, I think, Dr. Daventer firſt moved the upper Part 
of the Bopy upwards, and the Fer downwards, becauſe 
the Kners are thereby brought nearer to the Orifice. 
Now theſe, in ſhort, are the only ſafe, and proper Me- 
thods to be taken in this preſent Caſe, or nice Conjuncture; 
becauſe, by all other inconſiderate and temerarious 
Means, the INFANT's Loixs may be twiſted, its Hips 
or KNEES disjointed, its Feer lamed, and itſelf at laſt 

quite loſt or deſtroy de. | 5 
IN like manner it happens not very ſeldom, that 
the INFANT comes with its Back forwards into the 
Paſſage ; and in this Poſture the NavtL-STtrixG falls 
com- 


dage in my Right Hand, attracting it ſoftly thereby, 
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commonly down there, ſo that beſides itſelf, nothing 
elſe is to be felt by the Touch: In this Caſe, the Min- 
WIFE is to obſerve well the FLoopinG; immediately up- 
on which, ſþe is to ſeek for the FzzT, which are more 
eaſily come at than the HEAD, tho” the ſame is even 
alſo a very difficult TAsx, by reaſon that the CHILD's 
Back takes up the whole Space of Room ; which, not- 
withſtanding, muſt be cautiouſly done, and the INFANT 
diſcreetly extracted by them. | 3 
BUT again ſometimes, the BIRTH lies alſo Tranſ- 
verſe, or a-croſs the Wows ; in which dangerous Caſe, 
I confeſs the MIDV/IFE cannot well perceive, ſo as to 
diſtinguiſh Matters by the Touch, before Flooding : 
Becauſe the INFANT (ſwimming in the Waters) is as 
yet ſeated high, and then moving its Haxps and Fzzr 
variouſly, ſhe ſometimes feels one, and ſometimes another 
Member at the Orifice ; or, one Moment ſhe finds Some- 
thing, and another Nothing at all there. However, in 
fine, ſhe may perceive the Humours moſt commonly com- 
preſſed into an acuminated or oblong Form. 
 WHEREFORE in this difficult Preternatural 
Condition, the MIDWIFE ought primarily and chiefly 
to conſider and diſcover the Poſture of the Woms, 
whether it be dire or oblique; ſince according to Thar 
ſhe muſt proceed in aſſiſting her H/oman with true Diſ- 
cretion. As for Example, if ſbe finds it in a ſtreight or 
natural State, and the Waters ſufficiently exuberant, 
extended lengthways, &c. as aforeſaid, She muſt, with- 
out Loſs of Time, break the MEMBRANE, and pre- 
ſently, removing all Impediments of HAND, FOOT, or 
NAVEL-STRING, judiciouſly direct the HEAD into 
the Paſſage; which may be very eaſily and ſafely done 
immediately upon the Fr oo. Whereas if this Me- 
thod be delay*d, or not taken in dae Time, and conſe- 
quently the HANDS (as the readieſt) preſent them 
ſelves to the Orifice*firſt : In this Condition, I would lay 
the Woman diſcreetly upon her Back, with the upper 
Part of her Body loweſt ; after which, I would more 


the INFANT's Hands back with my own ; whereby 8

1 N like manner again, it often happens, that the 
CHL offers its FEET forem(ſt ; which next to a 
Natural BIRTH is the moſt: eaſy and ſafe Poſition, 
however I have been oblig'd to poſtpone it to the reſt, 
for Method's ſake : In this Caſe, the MIDVVIFE, ob- 
ſerving one FOOT preſenting itſelf in the Paſſage after 
FLOODING, ought- to ſtop and retain it there, that it 
may not ſlide through, until ſhe meets with the other. 
In order to which: Performance, ſve muſt immediately 
ſeek for it, with either Hand, according as ſhe per- 
ceives the INFANT's great Toe ſituated, ſince it is 
only to be ſought for along its Side; and being found, 
it is to be gently drawn down, and placed near its Fellow 
in the Paſſage. COT ONE: 

BUT it falls out ſometimes, that the MIDI/IFE 
comes too late, and finds oye LEG ſo far through, that 
the Burrocxs are ſtrictly confin'd : In this Condition, I 
would adviſe to lay the Voman conveniently upon her 
Back, with her Head low, that both the Won and 
the Ciuip may retreat a little; then taking hold of the 
right LE G with my Right Hand, I would thruſt the 
INFANT back, till the whole Foor (or at leaſt the 
KxERE) is brought back into the Orifice of the Wenn, 
in order that I may have the more Room for paſſing my 
Hand along the LEG. By which means I get hold of 
the other Foor; and bringing it alſo into the Paſſage, I

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place it along with the other, that both may come forth 
ſucceſsfully rogether.. HEAT "AA 
WHICH Thing, happening ſo when it will, that 
both FE ET are excluded, whether done /pontaneouſly 
or by Axr, they are never to be repel} d or thruſt back 
again; but, on the contrary, the way is to be duly 
cleared for their Passacs ; This being a very commodi- 
ous Situation, provided the CHI L D be welk-turned, 1 
mean, with HEE LS and BUTTOCKS upwards, and 
TOES and BELLY downwards : Whereas, if otherways, 
the CHN may be eaſily hooked upon the OSSA PUBIS; 
which (if not ſo happily turned at firſt) I commonly 
prevent.in the moſt adviſeable manner following; vis. : 
UPON attracting the INFANT, I turn it cau- 
tiouſly at the ſame time, uſing both Hands in the en- 
ſuing. Method; namely, The Ore I put up under its 
Body as far as poſſible, whilſt with the Other I hold both 
FEET together: Inſomuch that by this Means I gra- 
dually turn, not only the FEET and the LEGS, but 
alſo the whole Body ; bringing it always forwards in the 
Interim, till at laſt it lies with its BELLI downwards, 
and is out above half way: Upon this I then give my 
Woman the Motion, to begin her Lasour and endeavour 
her Beſt ; becauſe the HEAD and ARMS'muſt neceſſa- 
rily paſs through All at once. For notwithſtanding the 
contrary Opinion of moſt Authors, who teach us to 
draw down the Arms one by one, and place them upon 
the Body, I cannot but agree with Daventer, and poſi- 
tively adviſe in this and all fuch other like Caſes, to leave 
the Arms about the HEAD, that they may be ex- 
cluded along with it : Becauſe, as he ſays, tho' the 
Woman in ſo doing, is obliged to force her INFANT 
forwards with all poſſible Endeavours, yet like a ſmall 
tranſient CLovup, it is ſoon ovp. ; 
_WHEREFORE I commonly make it my Buſi- 
neſs to prevent the YM/oman's P A INS, until I have 
brought the CH IL D this Length; when allowing her 
a little Time to reſt, I heartily encourage and poſitive- 
ly promiſe Her, that, ſhe performing her Part effec- 
4 4 tually, 
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tually, (by uſing all her Strength, and behaving herſelf 
as if the PAINS were moſt really preſſing upon her, 
whether ſo or not) the BIRTH will immediately ſuc- 
ceed : And upon this Promiſe, wittithe PATIE NT's 
mutual Aſſiſtances concurring, I never yer fail'd ; nei- 
ther will any Perſons who faithfully and ingeniouſly 


follow this Method, in comfortably helping the Woman up- 


on ſuchan Occaſion, by drawing the CHILD cautiouſly 
downwards, with whatſoever judicious Force: I mean 
not downwards, according to the Y/oman's Lexcrn, but 
downwards towards the ſtrait Gut. And as T every Mo- 


ment inſinuate to the MOTHER, that her BABE's 


Life depends entirely upon her vigorous confederate 
Lazovr ; ſo ſhe mutually concurring with me, in en- 
deavouring to do our Beft, the Ach A INFANT is 
preſently brought forth to the great Satisfaction of Both. 

BI theſe Mearns and Methods, we prevent the Tragi- 


cal Conſequences, which Mr. Portal and many others confeſs 


they have often met with in their Practice; viz. That 
the HE AD has been ſometimes pulled-off from the 
SHOULDERS, or that the CHILD has been frequently 
ſtifled, by the Woms's contracting and ſhutting-up 
about the NECK : Which was altogether owing to the 
jnjudicious Method of their Practice, in drawing down 
the Arms awkardly (as mentioned above) along the 
Sts of the Body. 1550 fu FH 
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INFANT S preſenting themſelves ill. Turn d. 


HIS Caſe alſo happens ſometimes remarkably ; 

1 upon which, if Both or All are contain'd in one 
and the ſame SECUNDINE, or when the MEM- 
BRANES are broken, hen the right VERSIox is very 
" difficult : 
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difficult ; not ſo much for want of Room, as becauſe 
their HANDS and FEET are commonly interwoven 


and twiſted together : In which preternatural Condition, 
when ſo complicated and entangled, they are to be un- 


folded and cleared off one another with the niceſt Cir- 


cumſpection and Judgment. 
BUT beſides, farther, they are otherways, only 
to be treated in this difficult Point, as if there was 
but one CHILD ; for turning them always, One by One 
duly, I would bring all their Frryr into the Paſſage, 
and conſequently handle them, as if they had offer d 
themſelves ſo at firſt. The firſs CHILD being born, I 
would give it to the next capable Perſon to tie and 
cut its STRING; Whilſt I directly repaſs up my 
Hand, to ſeek for the other's Feet, by which I would 
alſo draw it forth, after breaking irs proper ME M- 
BRANES, in Cafe the ſecond FLoonixG is not yet 
over, and that notwithſtanding the Hzav' ſhould pre- 
ſent itſelf Firft. e e 
BUT and if it happens, that each CHILD has its 
own proper and diftinff SECUNDINE, and That of the 
INFANT already brought forth chance to be looſe and 


Y ſeparated from the Wows'; In that Caſe, I would pre- 
ſently fetch it away, and then extract the other IN. 


FANT, as long as there is any yet left behind, and 
that alſo by the Feet, as aforeſaid : Whereas other- 
wiſe, the BIRTHS, together with the Cunftriftron of 
their UMBILICALS, are to be previouſly accompliſhed. 
IN fine, having thus accounted for all the Prei erna- 
tural BIRTHS whatſoever, which may or can occur on 
the Part of the INFANT, and that conformable to the 

moſt nice and polite Rules of Art; It remains now in. 
the next place, that I acquit myſelf in a conſonant 
manner, with reſpe& to Thoſe proceeding from the Part 
of the Wong. Of which Firſt in general 
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OST, if not all, Authors having hitherto ima- 
gin d, that all Preternatural BIRTHS took their 
ſole Riſe and Origin from the wrong Poſitions of the 
INFANTS only; I come in this place, with all due 
Submiſſion, not only to affirm a quite contrary Opinion, 
but alſo to lay down a directly oppoſite Maxim: Name- 
Iy, that. the moſt difficult and dangerous Preternatural 
BIRTHS proceed merely from the ill Situation of the 
Wous; which I take to be the moſt common Cauſe of 
the Cunp's wrong Poſture. The Truth of which 
I hope to make evidently appear, to all ſuch, who 
know and will conſider, that this Noble Part is no leſs 
ſubje& to various Accidents and different Diſeaſes, than 
the Reſt of the Bopy; which ſpringing from divers 
Sources, may rationally be ſuppos d to occaſion Preter- 
natural BIRTHS, and thoſe more or leſs dangerous, ac- 
cording to the Nature of the Erriciewt :, as for Inſtance, 
IN Caſe of an Inflammation, Exulceration, Putręfaction, 
or the Wows's being Schirrous, Callous, or Hard; affected 
with a Caxcixoma or Cancer; an obdurated Gland, Ci- 
catrix, or any carnous Excreſcence ; or in Caſe of the 
Wows's being Dry and Rigid, and the Orifice's being | 
Hard and Thick, as commonly happens to Women is. 
Tears, eſpecially of their Firſt CHILD; I ſay, from 
either of theſe, or any ſuch like Cauſes, a Preternatural 
BIRTH may enſue, and that even tho the PRI vis and 
PassAGE be larger, but much more if thoſe be narrower, 
and the Point of the Os Sacxum bent Inwards. 
I. IN the Larger PxLvis, the greateſt Difficulty of 


this BIRTH proceeds from too great a Deſcent of the 
Xx} | | Wows; 
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Won; which relaxes the Ligaments and Fibres of the 


Vacina, and ſo much depreſſes the Bladder, that an 
Tacontinency of Ukinz preſently follows, which in this 
Caſe is commonly ſucceeded by a Faling Down of the 
Won or Vacina, as already obſery'd in Chap. XI. 
where the Diligent Mpwirz will find the due Method 
of preventing ach growing Miſchiefs, and of opening 
the Orifice of the Won both ſafely and readily, and 
conſequently Delivering her Woman more eaſily and ex- 
peditiouſly, with good Succeſs as well as Security. 
II. IN the narrower PeLvis, the MIDIVIFE needs 
no ways fear the above-named Accident, and therefore 
is not to be at ſo much Pains in retaining the Okirieꝝ 
in its proper Place, whatever Trouble ſhe may have 
in opening it; which would be no caſy 'Tasx, was not 
the Os Coccrcis to be thruſt back, (as ſer forth, Chap. 
IX.) And which I muſt (for this Reaſon) recommend 
once more to all Careful MDE, as the beſt and 
moſt effectual MxTrhop of performing this happy Aper- 
tion. | | | 

FROM what is ſaid here therefore, we may now 
conclude, that a great Variety of Cavsts may ſubje& 
the Won to a Diverſity of Accivents, and thoſe of 
ſundry Degrees, which may more or leſs affect its Mo- 
tion and Situation, as already ſet forth. | 

AND hence it is that we have ſo many Degrees of 
Preternatural BIRT HS on Part of the Woms, All which 
to enumerate particularly in this Place, would be a 
Worx as Superfluous as Tedious : wherefore, to be brief, 
I ſhall here alſo reduce them to the Four following, 
(as before mentioned, Ser. IV. Chap. 13.) viz. Preter- 
natural BIRTHS, proceeding from an oblique Situation of 
the Won inclining Forwards, or Backwards, or to 
(either Side) Right or Left : which fourfold Situation of 
the Woms may be rightly and properly compar d to the 
Four Cardinal Points of the Compass, as the reſt of its 


oblique Pofitions may be analogouſly adequated to the Colla-

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teral and Middle Points: For becauſe, as they decline 
from the Meridian, and derive themſelves from Easr, 
Wesr, North, and South, as formerly obſerv'd * ; 
ſo thoſe are leſs difficult BIRTHS, and branch out 
from the Four mentioned Extremities : ſince the Wows, 
like a Magnetick Needle, may run quite round, and be 
ill-ſeated every way, or on every fide, In all which 
Caſes, the INFANT muſt abſolutely be Turned ; which 
Performance in any oblique Wowms, requires a competent 
ſolid Knowledge and found Judgment, as well as the beſt 
adapted and experienced Hands. But of thoſe, more 
particularly hereafter and Firſt, accordingly 
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Of Preternatural BIRTHS, from the 
WOMB's inclining Forwards. | 


N ſpeaking to this critical Point, I ſhall firf give 

the Reaſon of ſuch a BIRTH, occaſion'd by this 
Pofition ; to wit, The WOMB hanging much forwards, 
eſpecially in Nomen carrying it too h in the ABpo- 
MEN, the INFANT (betwixt the Pains) muſt needs be 
forced upon the Os Sackvm, or the VerTeBR® bend- 
ing inwards; which ſtops the Heap that it cannot con- 
veniently or without ObſtruRion fall into the PRLvis. 


HOWEVER, in this Condition we ſuppoſe the 


INFANT to be well turn d, I mean (both here and elſe- 
where) well turn d in reſpect of the VOM, with the 


Crown of the Heap lying againſt the Orifice; than which 


nothing can be more Right or Natural in regard of the 


WoMB itſelf, nor more Wrong and Preternatural in re- 


ſpe& of the PELVIS and Vagina of the WOMB, in 


this forward Situation: Becauſe by reaſon of this Poſture,

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the INFANT falls tranſverſe upon the Ossa PzLvis, 
eſpecially upon the Os Sackux or hindmoſt VerTeBRE ; 
upon Which it commonly offers itſelf with the Facs 
prone or turn d Downwards, tho it is not brought forth, 
but with the Facs Supine or Upwards. For as it paſſes, 
it muſt be turn' d round, partly in a Circle, with its 
Heap prone, and Fzer drawn up under it; which hap- 
pens not in the VOM, but only as it paſſes the Ori- 


fice into the PELVIS or VAGINA. | 


NOW what I mean is more plainly This, that as 
ſoon as the Inranr comes into the Turning (which it 
muſt paſs) it neceſſarily bends and crooks itſelf, as it finds 
its PasSAGE bent or crooked ; by which means the Facs 
is ſometimes turn d down, and ſometimes upwards : And 
This proceeds from Thar, in fhort, as ſoon as the Hzap 
begins to enter the Orifice, it preſently fixes upon (and 
ſticks faſt to) the laſt VerTeBR@& of the Loins ſtanding 


forwards, or to the Os Sackuu; ſo that it cannot na- 
turally or poſſibly go forwards, except the Hzap is bent 


downwards, and the Neck and whole Body be accommo- 
dated to that BERN DING. 


HENCE it is, that THAT which juſt now was 


fituated prone upon its BzLLY in the WOMB, now paſ- 
ſing through the VAGINA, is bent upwards fupine upon 
its BACK; and from thence it's evident, that That In- 
werfion is not properly in the HOM, but in the VA. 
GINA, or (if you pleaſe) in the Confines of Born: 


And, in fine, this forward Inverſion (as it happens) oc- 


caſions a molt difficult Preternatural BINTTI. 
BUT this, in ſhort, happens to the Woman with 
CHILD, becauſe her WOMB hangs forward, or is re- 


ſupin d, according to the Depreſſion made on the WOMB 
by the Inteſtines, forcing it this or that way; or to either 


Side, as will by and by more fully appear“. But. 
SINCE it is moſt requifite to know preſently in 


the Beginning of LABOUR, whether the WOMB be 
placed forwards, in order that the Means of Help may 


— * * —_— * 2 * 
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be taken accordingly ; I ſhall in the ſecond place add the 
SIGNS, or Tokens, by which the MIDWIFE may 


know this Pofition of the WOMB, and what ſþe has beſt ; 


to do in ſuch a nice tickliſh STATE of Affairs. 

FIRST then, She may know it, principally, by 
the Hanging forwards and Thickneſs of the BtLLy, or 
perhaps by the good Woman's Information of the PLace, 
where ſhe chiefly feels the INFANT ſtirring ; for it 
cannot move but where tis placed. A

HOWEVER yet a prudent MIDWIFE will 


have no great regard to ſuch Uncertainties, but betake 
herſelf immediately to that which cannot fail her, the 
'Tovcn ; which (in this Caſe) affords her the following 
certain SIGNS ; viz. LI B 
I. THE Orifice of the Wous is ſuſpended higher 
than uſual; which ſhe cannot Touch, by reaching, with- 
out a great deal of Difficulty. 155 
II. SHE can only Touch the lower Border of the 
Orifice, and that only as the Woms hangs more or leſs 
Forwards; and by no means the apper Edge, except the 
Orifice has begun to fall down. | 


III. SHE cannot at all, or very hardly, get her 


Finger into the opening of the Orifice, and becauſe of 
that Difficulty, it muſt then alſo be crooked or bent. 
IV. SH E will find the Orifice oppoſite to the bending 


of the laſt VER TEBR or the Os Sackum, and feel it ſo 


ſtrongly preſſed againſt the ſaid VERTEBRX, when the 
Pains come on, that it cannot fall down : and laſtly, 


ſhe'll feel the Warzxs (if they hang over the Paſſage) 


in a thin ſlender Form, 

UPON This the Skilfull MIDIIFE finding theſe 
concurring SIGNS, ſte may be aſſur'd that the Wows 
bangs too much forwards ; which Condition requires the 
immediate Help of Ingenuity and ART to corre& this ill 
untoward Pecfition, and to promote the BIRTH expedi- 
tiouſly. But then theſe Things are to be carefully per- 
ceiv'd and diſtinguiſhed in the Beginning of Lazou, 
before the Pains have either cloſed up, or too much 
depreſſed the Orifice ; yea, in ſhort, even before it ſen- 
85 ſibly 
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ſibly opens : ſince afterwards all thoſe SIGNS are va- 
riouſly chang'd and alter'd, till at laſt they entirely 
Van n: | 0 | o e hy 8 p 
HER EFORE let it be deem'd as a certain 
Rule, that the true Peſture of the OMB is always beſt 
diſcover'd by the Toucn in the Beginning of the La- 
BOUR : At which time may the Orifice be ſuſpended ne- 
ver ſo high, the MIDWIFE ought to penetrate ſo far, 
until ſhe reaches it; if not ſufficiently. with her Fix ERS, 
the whole Hand is to be judiciouſly uſed, and paſſed up 
that Length, becauſe. this particular Toucn is abſo- 
lutely , Neceſſary for that good End: Inſomuch that if 
any, Labouring Woman be againſt this manual Operation or 
oppoſes it, ſhe thereby debars her MIDWIFE of an in- 
fallible Method, of diſcovering the true Poſture of her 
Won, and conſequently of taking the moſt immediate 
projer Means for Her own as well as her Inrant's 
elief. 5 1 
BUT now ſuppoſing, after all, the MIDVVIFE to 
be certain that the Woms hanging too much forwards, in 4 


prominent BeLLy bearing pretty much out, is deeper. 


depreſſed than it . ought to be; She is obliged then in 
this Circumſtance to conſider accordingly how to correct 
this Preternatural Situation, and aſſiſt 5 the Mortatr 
and Inrant for the beſt: To which End, She ought 
Finsr. to endeavour that the Hzap may fall down into 
the PELy1s, even to the bending of the Os Coccycis 3 
and then, SzconDLyY, He is thence to advance the HRA 
gradually, that the, Excluſion of the CHILD may be ex- 
pedited and intirely perfected at laſſſt. 
NOW in order that the HEAD, together with the 
Orifice of the Wows, may be ſo diſcreetly brought for- 
wards into the PxLvis, the Woman is to be placed with 
the upper part of her Body lower than the inferiour ; I mean, 
with Head and Shoulders bending downwards, and the 
Buttocks upwards ; by which Means, the Bottom of the 
Wows is elevated, and gives the Orifice an Opportu-

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THEN the parturient Woman being ſo placed, the 
MIDWIFE (ufing both Hands) ought to elear the 
Won, together with the Head of the InranTt, by put- 
WR i ting the ene up, as far as there's oecaſion, into the 
mY.

1 THE Hand in the VAOINA is (by having two or

man can bear it, from below upwards ; ſo that (if poſſi- 
ble) the Woun may be thereby reſapin d or turn'd back- 
Ik, 6 wards. Minding always, by the way, that | 
Wit THIS Preſure of the Wous is not to be attempt< 
. ed, before the one Hand is firſt conveniently placed 
within, But if all This Menage ſhould not yet ſucceed 
the firſt time according to Wifh, then it may be' ſafely 
repeated again by turns fo often, until the MIDWIFE. 
feels the Crown of the Heap ; that is to ſay, till She 
feels the Borders of the Orifice quite round about haig- 
ing over the Entrance of the Prx vis.

as much as poſſible to abſtain from any * 
Depreſſion. And in fine, as the MIDIYVIFE by having her 
Hand diligently apply d to the Orifice of the Wous, by 
ſtrict Attention, may moſt commonly obſerve, and pre- 
viouſly diſcern the approaching PAIN, before the 
Patient Woman herſelf can be ſenſible of them: So 
ſhe ought alſo for her own helping Part, ex Officio, to be 
qulet and attempt nothing till Then, but cake her con- 
venient Opporranizier, gays as ſoon as the P4 7 N $ 
"ne Over. 

'THUS by ſeaſonably lending Namn an aftificial 
lein Hand, Born jointly may eaſily effect, what neither - 
can do ſc mplirately : For as ic ſometimes happens, that the 
MIDWIFE ought to ceaſe, while ſhe perceives (by the 
Pains) that Nature is a working, and therefore ought to 
work only when the PAINS are paſt; ſo it allo falls 
out often, upon other Occaſions; that e is to work 
along with the PAINS,” and when thoſe are paſt, to 


-ceaſe. And thus, in fine, according to different Circum- 


ſtances, the diſcreer DEE knows always the 
Nrrofurt, what rte be done, or let alone; 

BU T in this Place, I doubt not, many MID: 
WIVES will object, and ſay, How is it poſſible for Us 
to petceive. the PAINS coming on before the parturient 
Woman herſelf? To which I ingenuouſſy anſwer, that 
This alſo is one of the many Advantages of the Toven; 
ſince by That, I can preſently feel a kind of ſabrile Mo» 
tion, Cintrattion, or Compreſſion beginning in the Oriſſee 
of the Wons ; which is only obſervable as the Muſcles 
ate affected with a New Senſe, excited by a New Influx 
of the Spixrrs; occafioning a New \ Force or Impreſſion 


upon the Wour, which we commonly call a PAN: 
So that, in ſhort, by — this Motion from 
| ; others, 
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others, T am always able to foretell or adviſe the Voman 
of what is a-coming, and to admoniſh her accordingly 
of her bounden Dory, as the Caſe requires. 
"MATTERS now being fairly brought thus far, 
that the Orifice and the HAD begin to ſlide down into 
the PELVIS; the MIDWIFE 1s at this 'Time to ſtudy 
how to ſuccour and aſſiſt the CHILD, by rendring its 
Paſſage eaſy. In order to which, ſhe muſt firſt obſerve 
to raiſe the upper Part of the Woman's Body a little, 
and give her ſome ſhort Reſpite, before ſhe offers to bring 
the Orifice into the PELVIS ; becauſe the Poſture above- 
directed, occaſions conſiderable Pain as well as great 
Inconveniency : Which being done, the Woman for 
the future 1s to ſympathize with every PAIN, and La- 
bour as much as poſſible, co-operating mutually with 
them; ſince now the Pains (by the Aſſiſtance of the 
Heap) begin to open the Orifice, and gradually force 
the IN ANT forward to its Birth, W LY ode! 
HOWEVER yet the MDE ought in this 
Caſe, to be very careſul in ſuſtaining, and nice in 
keeping up the Orifice of the Wows, leſt it ſhould fall 
down together with the Vertex or Crown of the HEAD 
into the Sinus Sacri ; which is a Point ſo curious and 
critical, tho' an Accident too common, that I dare well 
ſay, not one in Fifty Practitioners in WIDIWIFERY un- 
derſtands it thoroughly; otherways I am confident, and 
morally certain; that many fine Nomen would have been 
living Monuments of their Ingenuity, who are at this day 

only the Dead Remains of their 1gnorance. | © 
THIS I think is paſt all Contradiction, when we 
confider, how ſome Praftifers ſacrifice the 'Inzanr, firſt 
by opening, and (as they call it) braining the HEAD, 
and then by drawing it forth with their. Inſtrument 
call'd FORCEPS : How others alſo eſteem themſelves 
Maſters of the greateſt ARCANUM, boaſting that 
they can, without ſo much as braining the HEAD, 
extrat the INFANT by their Tool call'd an 
EDUCTOR : How a Third Set again pretending them- 
ſelves to be the only genuine Sous of Aol Lo, 115

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lily to correct the Reſt, by fixing only a couple of 
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Hooxs in the Eyes, Ears, or ſomewhere elſe in the 
Child's HEAD; by which means they as wretchedly 
produce the innocent dead Babe as any of the others: 
For it can no more be ſuppos d to ſurvive this cruel 
Treatment, than the other mentioned Barbarities; not to 
ſpeak of the Anguiſb and Perplexity over and above, 
beſides the real Danger all the while brought up- 
on the diſtreſſed Mother. * 6 4 
UPON this grand Affair of Life and Death, 
the Deſidious and Capricious MIDIVIFE cries at 
length, Gop knows I have taken all the Pains and 
Care I could, but to no Purpoſe, for this or that tri- 


fling Reaſon, falſely alledged, The SURGEON (if he 


don't pretend the CHILD to be already Dead) ſays, 
Come, it is better to diſpenſe with one Life than Tuo; 
One muſt go, &c. In conſequence of which, he pre- 
pares his FORCEPS, EDUCTOR, KNIVES, HOOKS, 
&c. to draw out the INFANT Dead, or Alive, 
Whole or in Pieces, by ſuch diſingenuous and barbarous

contrary he has provided an EXPEDIENT for every. 
Extremity, and a REMEDY for every Malady, as in

9.) no MIDWIFE 
needs be afraid of hurting her Patient Woman in the 
leaſt ; no rather, on the contrary, the more Strength I 
uſe now, the more grateful and ble I prove to 
Her being thus circumſtantiated. And, in fine, the ap- 
per Part of the CHILD's Body being once paſt that 
Sinous Bending above, it preſently breaks out * toge- 
ther, and comes away ſo happily into the World.

XPERIENCE teaches us, that the Won 


LL may be alſo too much reſupin'd; or tending with 


its Bottom backwards, may be preſſed too much towards 
the Spins :. So that its Orifice is not only raiſed too high 
in the-BzLLy, but is alſo ſo obliquely ſeated, that it no 
more anſwers to the VAGINA in a right Line, varying 
more or leſs, according to the Proportion of this Ten- 
dency to the Back-Bonzs. * 

FROM this Poſture of the Won now, it neceſſa- 
rily follows, that the HRA D (tho* never ſo well turned) 
falls upon, and is violently forced againſt the Ossa 
Pusis; where the tender HEAD ſticking, often happens 
by its own Struggles and the Mother's PAIN S, to be 
grievouſly ſqueez'd and gradually cruſh'd, ſo that, un-

Wherefore the diligent and careful MIDWIFE muſt 
(by due Attention) make it her Buſineſs to diſcern at 
the firſt Touch this ill Pofition of the Woms, and pre- 
ſently upon the firſt Pang of Lanous, try to help both 
the MOTHER and the CHILD. 
WHEREAS otherwiſe the ſlothful and ignorant 


MIDWIFE, may continue the poor Woman in an irre- 


gular Lazour perhaps ſome Days, without perceiving 
the Heap to be fixed upon oe Bones, always errone- 
ouſly imagining the INFANT only to be ſituated 00 
high, (becauſe it lies out of the reach of her ſhallow 
Touch) and that it muſt in due Time fall down lower 
within her Ken. Or peradventure otherwiſe, when

In order to 
which, I would (without Loſs of Time) endeavour to 
turn the INFANT, and extract it by the Net; Be- 
cauſe to direct it otherways into the PRT vis, would 
be too tedious upon 22 For to bring it 
Head: foremoſt, would create vehement Pains, which 
infallibly would expoſe both Lives ta extream Danger. 
But now, in fine, having thus at large inſiſted upon 
the various Caſes of Preternatural Births, ariſing from 
the four extream oblique Situations of the Won; It 
remains yet ſtill, that I alſo ſubjoin a few Words, 
upon ſuch Preternatural Caſes, as may proceed from 
the leſs oblique Poſitions of the ſame Body; and that brieſ-

Terms as ſubſequently follows. me 
i OP bac hp, 33. & Seen Op 19. 
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I. I obſerve that however conſpicuous and remark- 
able the Difference of theſe Preternatural Poſtures may be, 
_ eſpecially That betwixt the Four mention d Extremes and 
the Natural Situation of the Won; yet I fear, that 
there is too much Reaſon to ſuſpe&, that this Difer- 
ence is but little known ro the generality of Practi- 
tioners in MIDWIFERY, otherways I am ſure Patience 
would not be ſo much cry'd up, or at leaſt Time 
would not be ſo much trifled away, (at every difficult 
LABOUR) by the Ordinary Boethogniſts, neither 
would the Uſe of SHARPS be ſo much practis d by the 
Extraordinary MIDWIFE. e 

II. I obſerve, that tho* a Wows leſs oblique, occa- 
ſions a leſs Difficult, or more eaſy BIRTH, than any 
of the Extremes ; yet the leaſt Degree of an oblique 
uterine Poſture, may be of * Hindrance, and im- 
minent Danger to the Woman, whoſe attending 
MIDWIFE is ignorant of it, as well as of the exact 
Method of reſtoring it to its Natural State. 
III. I would obſerve by the way, that as the fatal 
Conſequences of ſuch Ignorance, have already been ſuffi- 
ciently precaution'd in the preceeding Chapters; fo 
it would be ſupervacaneous, and altogether needleſs to 
re- aſſume or repeat them in This : Wherefore I ſhall 


only farther, once for all, exhort and adjure ſuch | 


MIDWIVES, as have any regard for their own Con- 
ſciences, and the Lives of their Neighbours, that they 
would qualify themſelves duly in theſe excellent Points 
of Knowledge. And This J have the more Reaſon to 
inculcate, becauſe I never yet knew an aſſiduous MID- 
WIFE, who was thus Tae well endued with the 
eſſential Qualifications of her PRorEssiox, but the great 
GOD rather (to whom the Glory of all Things is 
due) perpetually compleated his own Gifts, - and 
crown'd the Labour of her Hands. with defirable 
Succeſs. i OSU 


FOR as the Husband- Man, who never ſowed, can 


never expect to reap ; or as the Gardener, who never 


planted, can never hope to gather; ſo neither can the 
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MIDWIFE who was never regularly qualified, ever 
juſtly hope or expect to effect a happy DELIVERT; 
eſpecially not in Caſes of Difficult and Preternatural 
BIRTHS: Neither can the Conſequences of hex Miſtakes 
or Ignorance on the other Hand, ever detract from, 
or leſſen, the Divine Power, which is ſtill the Sams, 
and can always do all Things that it will, but will not 


always do all that it can. Beſides HE, who has been 


Pleaſed to lay ſuch Burthens upon us, to try the Pa- 
tience and Conſtancy of One, and to exerciſe the Iaduſtry 
and Charity of another; HE, I ſay, often executes his 
Judgments upon ſome, for the Sins of both Offenders, that 
all 'Things may the more manifeſtly tend to his own 
eternal Glory. . , _. 5 
IV. I come now in the fourth Place by certain De- 
monſtration, to explain the Nature of a Won leſs 
obliquated, and to lay down the genuine Method of 
corre&ing any Preternatural Situation whatſoever of the 
diſorder d or diſtorted Wows. „ 
IN order to which, I would previouſly obſerve, 
that all ſuch Poſtures of the Woms, whether more or 
leſs, either tending afide, or prone, or ſupine, are 
only beſt diſcover'd by the TOUCH: Becauſe the O- 
rifice always anſwering in a ſtrait Line to the oppoſite 
Situation of the Bottom of the Won, can never fail to 
ſhew its Poſture to the judicious MIDWIFE. _ 
HEN CE if the MIDWIFE does but know ex- 
actly the Natural Pofition of the ORIFICE, ſhe may 
thence eaſily conceive by how much it differs in an 
obliquated Woms, and accordingly thereby readily 
judge whereabouts the Bottom is ſeated ; Which 
Situations of Bottom and Orifice being known, ſhe can 
conſequently be at no loſs ro comprehend the Diſpof- 
tion of the whole Uterine. Body. And if ſhe now re» 
members or recollects what has been ſaid of reftoring 
and replacing the moſt extream, or moſt oblique Woms, 
ſhe will have no Difficulty in reſtoring any Won bſs 7 
Alique to its Natural Poſture; This depending entirely = 
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upon that Method, to which I refer *, for Brevity's 
ſake. £ a 

IN ſhort, I ſhall here only add, that if the IN. 
FANT offers itſelf well- turn d, in this Jeſs oblique 


Won; the MIDIWIPE, having 'reſtored the Woms 


to its right Place and natural Poſture, will find nothing 
more to do, but to take Care to facilitate and en- 
large the Paſſage, and receive the CHILD tenderly 
with the Head foremoſt. Whereas in Caſe the INFANT 
preſents itſelf i-turn'd in this Won, it is to be very 
circumſpectly extracted by the Feet; as by and by 
will more amply appear from what enſues, Viz,— 
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A XXL. 

Of Preternatural BIRTHS, proceeding from 
complicated Cauſes, of both the INFANT 
and the ß. 


B Y this ſort of BIRTHS, I mean ſuch as are Pre- 


ternatural, both in reſpe& of the Situation of the 


-HILD, and of the Woms. Which complicated 
Preternatural BIRTH is (of all others) the moſt dan- 
gerous ; becauſe of an Indefinity of Accidents and 
Difficulties with which it is always attended, accord- 
ing to the many various Poſtures in which both the 
INFANT and the Wous are found: All which to enu- 
merate. here, and to guard particularly againſt them, 
as I have done in the preceeding Caſes, would not 
only augment the Bulk and Charge of this WORK, 
but alſo be in ſome reſpe& altogether Needleſs : Be- 
cauſe if I was to content my elf to treat this Chapter in 
geucal (without deſcending to particular) TERMS, 1

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would not doubt but that the ingenious Reader 
would even thence readily form a clear IDEA of all 
ſuch BIRTHS, from the many different Cafes already 
ſtated and diſcuſſed ; which if thoroughly well under- 
ſtood, the Reſt cannot but be eaſily comprehended. _ 
HOWEVER, that I may not leave the weaker Ca- 
pacity, or the doubtful MDR to the Uncertainties 
of her own ſcrupulous Judgement, I ſhall propoſe and 
reſolve ſome of the moſt difficult and dangerous Caſes 
belonging to this preternatural SubjefF, and that as far 
as is really requiſite, in manner following; viz—— 
I. WE ſhall ſuppoſe that the INFANT is ill-turned, 
and preſents itſelf preternaturally, with Face, Cnin, 
Harv, ELsow, SHOULDER, BreasT, Back, BELLY, Sms, 
Burrock, KNEE, Foor, or any other Part or Member 
firſt, in a Wows tending obliquely forwards. In this 
Condition, I ſhall fit ſhow the MIDWIFE how, and 
by what Signs, ſhe may know and diſcover ſuch per- 
verſe Poſtures ; and ſecondly how, and by what Means, 
Theſe may be re&ify'd, the CHILD extricated, and the 
MOTHER reliev'd in Life. OO ONES DOR 
THEN as to the Fir Point, I would have it 
minded, that the Touch is the only Expedient, by 
which the Situation of the INFANT in any. Won, 
whether Oblique or Direct, is to be diſcover'd and per- 
fectly known. Which when the MIDIVIFE finds to 
be preternatural, ſhe needs not much trouble herſelf 
about what preciſe Part offers or comes firſt in the 
PASSAGE : Becauſe of this ſhort Rule, which I would 
not have her to forget; namely, That, when the Hzap. 
does not preſent WA, firſt in this complicated Caſe, the 
CHILD is to. be drawn out by the FEET. For in this. 
ill Pofition of both the INFANT and the WOMB, the 
Verſion of the CHILD ſucceeds more eaſily than if the 
Hzap was foremoſt : Wherefore I would loſe no Time, 
but as ſoon as I had diſcover'd all Circumſtances aright, 
I' would commence my Buſineſs upon this Occaſion, be- 
fore either the MOTHER or the INFANT are much 
ſpent, that I may * my Work, while they both 
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can mutually concur with me towards their own Re- 


lief; That is, while the Won is yet ſuſpended in the | 


upper Part of the PzLvis, and the Membrane not yet 
broken. „„ | | 

IN oder to this Second Point, the Woman being 
commodiouſly placed, the MIDIVIFE. is to paſs up her 

and into the VAGINA, and diſpoſe the Orifice of the 
Woms to open, which is now ſooner done than if the 
Heap came firſt: This being done dextrouſly, ſhe 
is to put firſt one or two Fingers, then al of them 
ſucceſſively into the Aperture ; and when that is ſuffici- 
_ ently enlarged, ſhe is to penetrate into the Woms, 
and either break the MEMBRANE, or wait its ſpou- 
taneous Breaking, as ſhe judges beſt by occurring Circum- 
ſtances. In the next place, ſhe is to look for and find 
the FEET; and, the TOES being always turn'd to- 
wards the Rxcruu, they are to be forthwith brought 
into the Passact : proceeding ſtill farther in the due 
and regular Method of extrafting the CI p, as already 
taught and dilucidated, 
II. WE will ſuppoſe moreover, that the Inraxr is 
ill-ſeated, and preſents itſelf preternaturally with any of 
the afore-mentioned Members firſt, in a Wows hanging 
obliquely to either Side. In this Caſe, I would ſincerely 


adviſe the MIDIVIFE, to loſe no Time in opening the 


Won, breaking the MzMmzrans, turning the Chip, 
and extracting it by the Fzzr : Becauſe in this Poſture 
of both the BIRTH and the OMB, Experience has 
taught me that nothing can be ſafer and leſs dangerous 
than this Method, when ingeniouſly and preſently per- 
form'd with Dexterity. 


I'T is true indeed it may be oljected, that I diſſent 
in this Matter, from moſt (if not from all) Authors : To 


which I anſwer, in ſhort, that Thoſe from whom I do 
differ, Were never acquainted with this complicated pre- 


gernatural Condition, but always ſuppoſed the WOMB 
to continue in its proper Place, never dreaming of its 
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various Motion, nor ſuſpecting its oblique Situation; er- 
roneouſly imagining all preternatural BIRTHS to pro- 
ceed merely from the ill Prion of the Inrant: In 
which Circumſtaxce however, when it happens ſo, I con- 


feels they are ſo far in the right, that the Hzap is to be 
fiſt brought into the Passacs, and the Cmrp excluded 


by it with all poſſible Expedition. 

BUT that I may farther elucidate the true State 
of this Caſe, as it becomes me to ſpeak the Truth in- 
genuouſly, it is my candid Opinion that, in any ob/ique 
Poſture of the WOMB, it is the ſafeſt, quickeſt, and 
moſt convenient Method to extract the IxrANr by the 
Fxer, and that preſently in the Beginning of the La- 
OUR, either before or at leaſt preſently after FLoopinG, 
as occaſion requires. For this very Reaſon, and to this 
Purpoſe, I hope, I may farther juſtly lay down one cer- 
tain Rule; namely, that all BIRTHS il-turn'd, in a 
WOMB ill-ſeated, are to be rightly tum d again, and 
drawn out by the Fzzxr. Which Rule, if duly obſerved, 
will, I am poſitive, ſave a World of Women and Chil- 
dren, that otherwiſe muſt inevitably periſh ; ſince as for 
my part, I know no Situation of the Inzanrt in an oblique 
WOMB, more difficult or dangerous than the Hzav's. 
offering itſelf firſt ; and that becauſe the BIRTH cannot 
be then turned without the greateſt Difficulty and moſt 
extreme Pains. 

THIS, in ſhort, will be readily granted by All, 
who do conſider or conceive that the HOM (being 
fixed by Ligaments on both ſides) is always more in- 
clinable to fall Forwards or Backwards, than to either Side, 
and firſt moſt commonly bends back before it comes 
to any lateral Poſture ; and that from hence of conſe- 
quence, the OMR is diſtorted as well as obliquely fitu- 
ated. By reaſon of which Diſtortion, if the CHILD, 
comes Head foremoſt, it falls down in the PzLv1s 
obliquely; and tho' a judicious MIDIVIFE may bring 
the Heap directly into the Per vis, yet the Shoulders 
following, muſt needs fall upon the PzLvis a-croſs, in 
its narrower Part; whereby of reaſonable Conſequence 
the Inraxt muſt be diſtorted in the Paſſage. ee 
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NOW in this Caſe, no Pains, how violent ſoever, | 
can avail to force forwards the BIRTH ſo fixed upon 
theſe Bones ; wherefore (I ſay) when the WOMB is 


thus ſeated, it is moſt ſafe in the Beginning of the LA. 
BOUR, to open its Oriſice, break the Membrane, turn 


the CHILD, and take it out by the FEET ; ſince by |! 
the HRA D's coming now foremoſt, both Lives are at Stake |} 
and in great Jeopardy. .. : 

- HOWEVER yet it may be again objected, that | 
I have already preſcribed another Method in Chap. 21; |! 
viz,, of bringing the Orifice together with the HRA D into 
the Peryv1s, and promoting the BIRTH in that Manner: |? 
To this I anſwer, that my Reaſon for ſo doing, was not 
only to convince ſome People, that I know their Method 
as well as my own; but alſo to whet or aſſiſt the 
Judgment of ſuch good MDD ES as cannot forſake | 
their own old By-Paths Not that I ever deſign'd to | 
recommend it to any, tho* I muſt however acknowledge, | 
that ſometimes it may effe& the defirable Ends; but 
according to the Rules of irrefragable Truth, and ſound 
Judgment, we find chat, in this Pofition of the Won, 
let the BIRTH offer itſelf as it will, the only laudable 
Method is without Loſs of Time to extract the IxFANr, 
and deliver the Woman as above- directed. 

III. I obſerve upon the whole, that as the immediate 
preſent Caſe is applicable to either (right or left) Side; 
ſo what is ſaid of the foregoing Condition, with reſpect 
to the Woms's inclining forwards, may be eaſily apply'd 
to the Caſe of its tending backwards: Only with this 
conſiderable Difference, that the oblique forward Poſture 
of the Woms, is the moſt commodious of the Four 
mentioned Extremes, and conſequently admits of a more 
| eaſy Excluſion of the BIRTH by the Head, than any of 

the reſt mentioned. Ws | 

NO I but that either of theſe grand or complicated 
eee. BIRTHS imply and prognoſticate imminent 
Danger to the MOTHER, or the CHILD, or Both; as 
well as incredible Labour and Fatigue to the faithful 
MIDWIFE ; who, in ſuch © Caſes, can leſs pag 7 
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feel, leſs commodiouſly handle, and more difficultly 
come at the Matter, ſo as to diſpoſe the INFANT's 
Members for Attraction, than in any other Condition of 
BIRTH : Hence it is, in ſhort, that ſo many MID- 
WIVES are liable to the moſt egregious Miſtakes, and 
unaccountable Deceptions upon theſe unlucky Occa- 
ſions. But ; x 1 
AGAIN farther, I hope I may freely ſpeak my 
Mind, and openly avow, that the moſt of theſe Bixras 
proceed merely from want of ſeaſonable and skilful 
Aſſiſtance in the beginning of the Laon: Becauſe the 
BIRTH (however well ſeated then) by reaſon of the bad 
Situation of the Woms, cannot poſſibly paſs rhro' the 
PxLvis of itſelf; and not being judiciouſly aſſiſted at 
that nice Juncture, behold, from a Natural, it falls on 
a ſudden alſo into a Preternatural Poſture. From 
hence we have this extreme difficult and moſt dangerous 
ſort of Preternatural BIRTHS, as will more conſpicu- 
ouſly appear from a deliberate Reflection upon the pre- 
ceding Chapters. And This much (I hope) may finally 
ſuffice any intelligent Reader, to conceive the different 
Circumſtances of all complicated Preternatural BIRT HS 
whatſoever. Whence I go on to the Fourth and laſt 
Sort of Preternatural BIRTHS propoſed ; namely, Thoſe 
proceeding from intervening accidental Cauſes ; which 
becauſe they are alſo different, I ſhall handle briefly 
and ſeparately in the enſuing Manner; viz—— » *

and that either alone, or with ſome other 
Member. | 


Xx MONG the various unhappy Accidents, which 

A may happen in or about the Time of Lazov, the 
preſent Caſe is none of the moſt auſpicious; in as much 
as it may, in ſundry Reſpects, occaſion a very difficult 
Preternatural BIRTH, according to the Difference of 
Circumſtances: For the Naver-SrtzinG having fallen 
down and come firſt in the Paſſage, may be variouſly 
turn'd, and conſequently cauſe . ſeveral and ſundry In- 
conveniences, as follow, viz —— 39 

I WHEN the Umbilical Veſſel falls down alone into 
the Pass AoE, without any other Part, the BIRTH is 
then commonly ſituated a-croſs in the Wong; and in 
this Condition, BACK or BELLY, HAND or FOOT, | 

may be probably expected to-come-firſt : Wherefore the 
active MIDWIFE ought to diſcover the real Poſture by 
the Touch, and that at leaſt before all the Waters are 
yet flow'd-off and evacuated ; and then betimes to 
fetch away the CHILD by the FEET, unleſs the Hzeav | 
be more convenient or pat for the Purpoſe. Burt theſe 
Caſes being already particularly diſcuſled*, I ſhall add 
nothing farther upon them in this Place. 

II. THE. String may fall down double, and ſo 
ſwell with Cold, as to obſtruct the Paſſage, which how- 
ever is but the ſmalleſt Conſideration in this Condition, 
becauſe by its hanging down double, it may be fo

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ſhortned, that the CHILD may be detam d, append- 
ing by it in the Orifice, until the Broop of the Umbili- 
call coagulating either by Cold, or by Compreſſion in the 
Paſſage, the due Circulation is obſtructed, and the Inrant 
expos d to the greateſt of Dangers, if a very ſpeedy 
DELIVERY does not prevent the fatal Accident. 
T HE Prudent VDN IRE ought always to be very 
ſollicitous about this Caſe, making it her partieluar Care 
from the beginning of the Lazour, as ſoon as perceiv d 
by the 'Tovcn, and before the Waters break, to avert 
or hinder its either coming before, or along uith the 
Heap, by removing it judiciouſly according to Art. But 
ſuppoſing ſhe comes. too late to prevent the Miſchief;

III. IT alſo happens ſometimes, that the Srxrxs 
without hanging down, is variouſly compreſs'd betwixt 
the Hzap'and the Bones of the PzLvis, which (ſtopping 
or impeding the Motion of the BLoop) ſoon occaſions 
the Inrant's inevitable Death. $526) N me; 
IN which Caſe, if prefled againſt the Ossa Poris, 
having laid the Voman on her Back with her Head low;

and unprejudiced INSTRUCTIONS, which perhaps have 
ever yet been committed to PxinT, upon the excellent 
Subject of MIDWIFERY : And having likewiſe, in a 
Word laſtly, for the true Direction and good Govern- 
ment of all MIDIsIVES, fairly laid (as it were) and

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I. THEN, immediately after the BIRTH, a ſoft 
gentle Cloſure may be apply'd to the Wows for repelling 
of the cold Air; of which we muſt be now very cau- 
rious, if we will avert the fatal Conſequences that may 
thereby happen: As alſo a ſmall Plaiſter of Garranuu 
with a little Civet in its Center, may be applied to the 
NAVEL for attracting, or rather retaining the WOB 
in its proper Place, where the MIDIVIFE's careful 
Hand has fixed it after the DELIVERY.  —. - 

II. T HE Patient having her Body wrapp'd about 
with a warm Cloth, and her Hips girt round with the 
ſame, is to be placed conveniently in a warm BED; 
that is, directly upon her Back-Bone, with her Head 
and Body a little elevated, for her breathing and. cleaning 

the Better; as her Thighs and Legs alſo are to be

and the Humours is over ; which, upon the firſt days 
after DELIVERY, run in abundance to the

VI. SPECIAL Care alſo muſt be taken, when the 
Woman is reſolv'd not to Nurſe the CHILD herſelf, that 
the Lochia or Child-Bed- Evacuations flow- off plenti- 
fully, in order that thereby the Shock of the BLOOD 
may be averted from the BREASTS ; which if not 
ſufficient to prevent that 1uconveniency, they may be 
properly anointed with the Oil of ROSES and a 
little Vinegar beat-up together; or a CATAPLASM of 
the Meal of Beans and Vetches mixed with Oxymet 
may be applied to the BREASTS; or they may be 
fomented with a Decoction of the Leaves of Mim, Dill, 
or Parſtey. | „ 
VII. IN the time of Cleaning, all Noiſe and Cla- 
mour about the Woman ought to be ſuppreſſed; and 
as ſhe herſelf ought not to talk much, or aloud, 
neither ought any Perſon about her to be obſtreperous : 
Becauſe her Repoſe is not only thereby diſturb'd, but 
alſo her Spirits exagitated ; which violent Commotion 
of Humours may readily ſtop the natural Courſe, And as 
for the ſame Reaſon, all Paſſions of the Mind are to be 
ſuppreſſed ; ſo the Woman is to keep herſelf as much 
as ſhe conveniently can upon her Back, carefully avoid- 
ing frequent TURNINGS to either Side. 
II. AFTER ten or twelve Days, proper Mea- 
ſures may be taken to fortify and ſtrengthen the Mem- 
bers; and after ſhe. has fully done cleanſing (which may 
be about the 2oth: Day, ſooner. or later after DEL. 
VERY, according to the Parent's Conſtitution, or her 
| way of Living) ſome * Aſtringent N | 
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be diſcreetly made uſe of, for corroborating and re-

IX. AS to her DIET, during this Time, ſhe 
ought to be very regular, and live abſtemiouſly (eſpecially 
the firſt Days) as if ſhe had a Fever, uſing only 
good Broths, Jellies, freſh-laid Eggs, Ale-ſoup made 
with freſh Butter, or the like; after which, ſhe may 
begin by degrees to eat a little Chicken, Pullet, Capon, 
Veal, Mutton, or any thing elſe of good Nutrition and 
eaſy Concoction. | . 

As to her DRINK, if ſhe has no Fever, ſhe may 
uſe beſides her Cawales, ſmall White-Mine and Water 
for Variety's ſake; but in caſe of a Fever, Water 
boil'd with a little Cinnamon, or Coriander-Seed ; or a Pti- 
fan of Liquoriſh, Figs, and Aniſeeds boil'd in Water; or 
ſmall Ale a little butter'd, as the Voman pleaſes, are far 
more convenient; obſerving always carefully that her 
DRINK, of whatſoever ſort, be at all times a little 
warmed. _ | 

X:FINALLY, as the Child-Bed-Womar's Body 
is always to be kept open, if not otherways naturally 
ſo, by a proper gentle CLYSTER, repeated as often as 

 Neceflity requires, until the Courſe of the Lock 
is quite over; ſo afterwards ſhe ought to take one or 
more proper gentle Puxoxs, for cleanſing theStomach and 
the Bowels of ſuch vitious Humours, as Nature could 
not otherways evacuate: Upon which, a repeated 
Strengthening BATH may be moſt pertinently uſed, as 
alſo, in order that ſhe may again the more ſucceſsfully 
begin upon a new Score, other proper Meaſures may be 
prudently taken. Ra} | 
TH US: we ſuppoſe that all things have ſuc- 
ceeded well with our Pueperial Woman ; in which

11 ESE Pains, which uſually accompany or fol- 
low after the BIRTH, are common to all 
Child-Bed-Momen; and in that Natural Senſe, as they 
proceed only from the quantity of BLOOD e 
ing in the relaxed Wos, diſtending its ME M. 
BRANES, or ariſe from its Acrimony.; ſo they gradu- 
ally ceaſe, and in two or three days quite vaniſh : 
Wherefore I am not to inſiſt upon Thoſe, which only 
affect the debilitated Wows. 

BUT it often and too commonly alſo happens that 
another Sort, juſtly call'd Preternatural A FTE R- 
PAINS, affli& the Voman; which ſhe ſometimes feels 
about her Loins and her Groins, ſometimes about the 
Navel, ſometimes alt over the Belly, and ſometimes 
in the Wons only, and that ſometimes with a little, 
and ſometimes without any Iutermiſſion. 

THE moſt common Cauſe of which PAINS is gene- 
rally one of the Five following; Viz. 1. The Exter 
AIR, eſpecially the more frigid, which eaſily pene- 
trates into the Woms, if not carefully prevented: 
2. Chtted BLOOD, or ſome other foreign Body left be- 
hind in the Wos:: 3.

applied, as well as inwardly taken, when the Caſe 
does not require the Hand- Cure, or manual Opera-

HOWEVER, yet more particularly, in reſpe& of 
the Pains, from what Cauſe ſoever they may pro- 
ceed, CLISTERS of Milk with the Tolks of Eggs are 
proper. us are alſo emollient Fomentations mix*'d with 
atteHuating and Uterine Medicines; a Fumigation of 
BRANDT; a Decoction of the Recrements of the Re- 
gulus of Antimony ; ſuch things being of a ſulphurous 
Nature: And moreover, in fine, all AFTER-PAINS 
are eaſed by Arematick and Carminative Remedies ; 
ſuch as Seeds of Aniſe, Carway, Cummin, Fennel, 
Penny-Royal, Roman-Camomil, &c. inſus'd or boil'd in 
Wine or Water, adding thereto a very little Mace and

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C H A P. III. 


Of the Suppreſſion of the LOCHLA, or Child- 
Bead. Purgations. 


8 HE LOCHIA are nothing elſe, but the ignobler 
part of the Blood and congeſted Humours, which 
after the BIRTH Nature evacuates and diſcharges out 
of the Uterine Veſſels, in conſequence of the Divulſion 
and Separation of the PLacrtnra from the Wows. 
Which LOc HA however differ always according to 
the. Conſtitution and Diſpoſition of the Woman, and 
that not only in Quantity, but alſo in Quality : For 
if the * PATIENT be otherways Healthy, and Well- 
diſpoſed, theſe are at firſt of a florid roſy Colour,” degene- 
rating day by day into a Pale-dye ; Whereas if other- 

| ways 
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ways, they are ſometimes Aqueous, and ſometimes Bilbus, 
| Melancholick, &c. And, according alſo to the uſual 
Habit of Body, and Way of Living, ſome Women flood 
more plentifully, others more ſparingly ; ſome a longer, 
and others a ſhorter 'Time : as for Inftance——— _ 

A Woman given to Eaſe, and high-Living, being de- 
livered of a Malk, may cleanſe from twenty to thirty 
Days; and if of a FzmarLs, from thirty to forty-two 
Days at moſt, however ſtill declining in Quantity from 
Day to Day : Whereas another given to Exerciſe, may 
flood only from eight to fifreen Days; and that alſo per- 
haps more ſparingly, or by Intervals of one or two Days. 
But it oftentimes happens, that this Evacuation is either 
ſuppreſſed in Whole, or in Part ; of which Suppreſſion 
or Preternatural Retention, I am now about to ſpeak. — 

FIRST then, the Cauſe of this Evi, proceeds either 
from an Obſtrufion of the Uterine Veſſels, occaſion'd by 
thick BLOOD ſtopping the Paſſages : Or, SzcoxDry, 
from a Conſtriction or Compreſſion of the ſame Veſſels, oc- 
cꝓaſioned by an oblique Situation of the Won, or by 
cold Air, cold Drink, or the like; which readily con- 
ſtrict their Orifices, as well as contract the Wows it- 
ſelf: Or, TrxirxpLY and laſtly, the Cauſe may proceed 
from the BLOOD's being retracted and converted to 
ſome other Part of the Body ; which is moſt commonly 
occaſionꝰd by ſome Paſſion or Perturbation of Mind, that 
may not only turn the Shock of the BLOOD to the 
BxeaSTs, but alſo retard the Motion, and thicken the 
Mass of the ſame BLOOD. | 

THE DIAGNOSTICKS however of this 
Diſtemper are manifeſt ; for either no BLOOD is yoided 
at all, or too ſmall a Quantity, in reſpect to the Size, 
Temperament, and Conſtitution of the PATIENT : But 
beſides, it may be alſo known by the following 
Symptoms ; viz. a SW/ELLING of the BELLY, upon the 
Retention of the Humours that ought to be evacuated ;

IX. AS to the URINE, all Children diſcharge it as 
ſoon. as. born, at leaſt as ſoon as they feel the Heat of 
the Fire ; when if the Excrements, properly called ME- 
CONIUM, tho* improperly COLLOSTRO by the Italians, 
do not follow a little after; I mean within an Hour or 
rue; then a ſmall Suppoſitory may be uſed, ſuch as a f- 
gar d Almond anointed with'a little boiled Honey; or a 
GD Venice- Soap anointed with freſh Butter; as alſo 
a little Syrup of Roſes or Violets, mixed with the Oil of

Of the NURSE and her Regimen, together 


with the requiſite Qualities of ber MILK... 


HO” the BABE may be brought up by the 

Hand only, without Suckling, as many Inſtances 
of very thriving Children teſtify ; yet becauſe the moſt. 
natural, common, and commendable way is to ſuck/t it, 
I come now to touch upon the proper NURSE, her 
Milk, and Diet. Upon which I firſt obſerve, that the 
prime and chief Quality of a good NURSE is, that ſhe 
be the Mother of the Fofterling INFANT herſelf ; and 


that becauſe her MILK, being generated of the ſame 


Blood, of which the CHILD is formed, and has hither- 
to been nouriſhed, is of a nearer Afmity with the Na- 
ture of her BABE, than the MILK of any other ſtrange 
Woman whatſoever ; which can differ no leſs from the 
Maternal Milk, than the own Mother, and the other dif- 
fer in Conſtitution and Temperament of Body, Regimen, and 
Method of Living, &c. All which affect the INFANT 
in no ſmall Degree; for as the Broop is generated "of 
the Chyle, and the Spirits of the Boop, ſo the —— 

imbibes 
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imbibes the very Manners and Diſpofiticn, as well as the 
groſs Humours and Qualities of the NURSE with her Milk. 
As a Lamb ſucking a Goat, changes not only its 
Nature, but even its Skin and Wool into the Goa r- 
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hence we have juſtly the old Proverb, touching an il- 
natured Perſon, that ſome Brute or other has been his 
NURSE. And hence it is that Romulus and Remus, the 
Sons of Mans (without any Reality) are ſaid to have 
been nurſed by a Wolf; Pelias, the Son of Neptune, 
by a Mars ; Telephus, the Son of Hercules, by a Hinp, 
&c. Not that they ever actually ſucked ſuch Creatures, 
only their NURSES were of ſuch Tempers and Natures, 
which they were thus ſuppoſed to have by the Bazasr 
infuſed into them. 7 A 1 1 

AND, in ſhorr, daily Experience, as well as many 
Learned Authorities, may ſufficiently convince us, that 
ChupzEx really ſuck in the ſeveral vitious Inclinations 
and depraved Paſſions of their NURSES ; ſuch as Anger, 
Malice, Fear, Melancholy, &c. Agreeable to which Opi- 
nion, Diodorus ſays f, that Nero the Emperor's NURSE 
was very much addicted to Drinking ; which Habit Ne- 
ro imbibed from her, to ſuch a Degree, that the People 
took notice of it, and from thence inſtead of CI A u- 
Drus TIEERIVS Neko, call'd him Caldius Biberius Mero. 
The ſame Author relates of Caligula, that his NURSE 
uſed frequently to moiſten her Nipples with BTO Op, 
that he might take the better hold of them; which 
(ſays the ſame Diodorus) was the Cauſe of his being fo 
cruel and Blood-thirſty all the Days of his Life; that he 
not only commitred frequent Murders by his own Hand, 
but even wiſhed that all humane Race was but one 
Neck, that he might have the pleaſure to cut it of. 
IN ſhort, honeſt Parents perceiving their Children to 
incline variouſly, one to Thieving, another to Drinking;

Kind; ſo it is alſo among the rational Creatures : From 
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one to Stupidity, another to Barbarity ; are amazed ar ſuch 
Degeneracies of Mankind, not knowing after whom the 
Child can take thoſe Propenſions. But abſtracting from 


this, how many fine Children do we daily fee thrown 
into Fits, Rickets, Conſumptions, &c. merely by ſucking 


their imprudent NURSES, when enraged, or otherways | 
in a Paſſion ? If then the Caſe ſtands thus, that every 
Diſorder of the NURSE is a real Detriment to the IN- 
FANT, ſurely, upon this Account, all Parents ought 
to know HR well, to whom they entruſt” theſe Dear 
Pledges of their ſacred and natural Deſires. I 
MOREOVER yet, beſides all theſe Things, the 
ender Care, as well as the Love and Affection of the 
Ar ro her own CID, by far ſurpaſles that of any 
mercenary NURSE whatſoever. Wherefore the Mo- 
THER, tho” perhaps not the beſt YURSE in other re- 
ſpects, is always preferable to a STRANGER : Which 
if People of Probity and Honour would more obſerve, I 
ſincerely believe that there would not be ſo many grace- 
leſs, diſobedient, and undutiful CHILDREN of our 
Age. I do not think what I have read of Scipio Afri- 
canus to be any ſingular Inſtance; namely, that He 
eſteemed Her more for his MorHER, who nurſed him 
two Years after his Birth, than Hex who brought him 
forth, and then forſook him in the World. Agreeable 
to which, and moſt 2 propos, was the Anſwer of the 
Philoſopher, Favorinus, to the Moturr of a certain 
Noble-woman in CHILD-BED, who. was diſſuading her 
Daughter to nurſe the CHILD ſhe had born; wiz. I en- 
treat thee Woman (ſays he) ſuffer her to be the whole and 
entire Mother of her own Son. And verily, Sus only can 
be properly ſo called, who carefully nurſes as well as 
brings forth her own CHILDREN. Hence it is that the 
Earth is called the Morukx of all Things, not ſo much 
becauſe ſhe produces all Things, as becauſe ſhe main- 
tains and nurſes what ſhe produces. wh bd 
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ALL which, notwithſtanding, there is ſometimes a 
Neceſſity (on account of ſundry Reaſons) to provide 
another NURSE for the CHILD ; wherefore I come 
now briefly to deſcribe the moſt proper Per ſon for this 
"TRUST, and to ſet forth the Qualities of the moſt con- 
ts MILK, for the wholeſome Nouriſhment of the 
INFANT» | OR” 14 N g fog | 
FIRST then, the NUR SE ought to be a Woman 
between dhe 2oth and 35th Tear of ber Age, perfectly | 
graced with the Bleſſings and: Ornaments of Nature; and 
a Perſon of Probity and Reputation in her Rank, endued 
with Love, Pity, and Tender-heartedneſs: As ſhe alſo 
ought to be ſound and healthy, of a good Habit and Diſ- 
pofition of Body and Mind, of a ſanguine Complexion, 
and roſy Colour ; of a middle. Stature, having black or 
brown Hair, a lively Eye, ſweet. Breath, found and white 
Teeth, with an agreeable chearful Countenance. In ſhort, 
ſhe ought alſo to be a well-mannered, modeſt, and ſober 
Perſon, having middle-ſized,. well ſhaped, not flabby 
nor hanging down, but ſolid fleſhy BREASTS, with ele- 
gant, firm, and well perforated Nipples. LY ans 
_. SECONDLY, As to her MILK, it ought neither to 
be too neu, nor too old; but at any time from the Puer- 
perial Flux, until the 6th or 8th Month thereafter, it 
is not to be rejected; eſpecially if it be of a good Con- 
fiſtence, neither too thick nor too thin, of a pure white 
N an agreeable pleaſant Smel, and a — — ſweet 
aſte. 1 | * 
Ber it ſometimes however happens, that the Milt 
of a NURSE, otherways a very proper Perſon, degene- 
rates from ſome of the aboveſaid Qualities ; In which 
Caſe it is no ways convenient to change the NURSE, 
eſpecially if it ſo happen to the -Morres ; only the 
MILK is to be corrected according to Art, which may 
be eaſily performed by proper Medicinal Means; and that 
as well with reſpec to its Quality as Quantity: However, 
as this "Caſe belongs to the SYMPTOMS of the Breaſts, 
which I have already declined ſpeaking to, as in the

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foregoing Chapter, ſo I ſhall no ways enter upon it in 
this Place.

THIRDLY as to her Regimen, ſuch a Nunss 
is to make uſe of, and enjoy a good and convenient 
Diet; abſtaining carefully from all ſal: and ſbarp/itiuals, 
as well as from high-ſpiced Meats, and ſtrong or ſpiritu- 
ous Liquors. In ſhort, as ſhe ought to avoid all Sorts of 
intemperate Air, and keep herſelf clean both in Perſor 
and Cloaths ; ſo ſhe ought always to exerciſe herſelf 
by ſome light Labour, and keep herſelf in a moderate 
active Motion; prudently ſuppreſſing, at all Times and 
upon all Occaſions, the various Paſſions of the Mind : 
By which means, any Woman as above-deſcribed, may 
make a very good NURSE, and that even without 
abſtaining altogether either from the moderate Uſe of 
Vine, or of Conjugal Converſation ; notwithſtanding the 
contrary Opinion of moſt Authors, provided only that 
ſhe does not give the CHILD ſuck for an Hour or two 
after Copulation. | |

TD) ESIDES the externa and internal Excrements 
mention'd in the foregoing Chapter, the Inzant 
in a few days after BIRTH, pukes up a certain Sort 
of viſcid Phlegm ; for which Reaſon it ought to have 
no SUCK until this Humour be evacuated, left” the 
Milx incorporating with that Matter, both ſhould 
corrupt: To prevent which Inconveniency, ſome. 
order a little Oil of ſweet Almonds by Expreſſion, and a

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INSTEAD of which, however, I have ſeen ſome

THE Learned Arnoldus de Villa Nova, adviſes us to 


give the CHILD, for the firſt Thing, half a Scruple 


of fine pulverized Coral in a little of the Woman's 
. MILK ; and that (fays he) to prevent FITS, to which 


new-born Children are very ſubject. | 
ALE which may be indifferently us'd, according to 
Pleafure, tho' I take a ſmall Spoonful of Sugar d Wine, 
wen twice or thrice a-day, for the firſt four or five 
ys running, to be the moſt preferable Remedy for 
Prevention: By reaſon that the Vine cuts and looſens 
the Acid Humour, preparing afterwards by Conco&tion 
and Digeſtion what remains, as the Sugar temperates and 
helps to expurge the Acrimony : Which being duly 
done, I would order the INA NT always to reſt, laying 
it not on its Back, but on its Side, that this morbifick 
Matter may be the more commodiouſly voided by 
the Mouth, as already precautioned in Chap. 7, — 
. THIS Humour being then thus prepared and diſ- 
charg'd, the Breaſt of ſome other clean and ſound 
Woman may be given the CHILD, until the Mother's 
Milk be purified for its proper Uſe ; which it can 
ſcarce be ſuppoſed to be, before the Diſſolution of the 
MILK-FEVEFR, that is before the ninth day after DE. 
LIVERY : From which time, it is to be maintain'd 
and nouriſh'd for the firſt three. or four Months by 
BREAST-MILK only; augmenting however its Al- 


louance from day to day, in proportion to its Age and 
Strength, that the weak Stomach may never be over- 


loaded, fo as to occaſion Vomiting, or (which is worſe) 
a DIARRHAZ4: To prevent which Inconveniency, 5 
| | tne 
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the INFANT rather ſuck often, and a little at a Time, 
than too much at once. | „ 

AFTER theſe firſt Months are over, a little thin 
PAP may be given it every Morning, and in time 
twice a day; which is commonly made of Flower and 
Milk, or Ale, with a little Sugar and Butter ; But be- 
cauſs FLOWER is of itſelf humid and viſcid, and 
may not only occaſion Pains and Olſtructions, but alſo, 
engender Gravel and Worms, it ought to be firſt well 
dryed in a new or clean earthen Pot in an Oven; or, 
what is better, the Pay may be made of the Crumb of a 
Loaf: Which Diet is properly obſerv'd, until the 
time of Teething, laying it ſtill, a little after its Meal, to 
reſt upon its Side, or now and then upon its Back, with 
the Head a little rais'd ; however not in the Bed with 
the Nuxss, for fear of overlaying it, but in a CRabIR 
cloſe by her Bed-fide ; always very carefully covering 
the CritDd's Face, that the Light may not offend its ten- 
der Eyes, and render them any ways diſtorted or goggled: 
And as the Ixzant may be brought up by the Hand 
without Suckling, ſo it may eaſily be accuſtomed to 
Sleep without. Rocking. But be that as it will, as 
ſoon as the CHILD is furniſh'd with 'Teern, it is 
proper by degrees to ule it to a little more ſolid 
Food, ſueh as Bread and tender Meats or Fleſhes, how- 
ever, a little chewed by the NURSE : In the mean time 
no Crude, or Meats of hard Digeſtion, are to be atlow'd 
it, becauſe ſuch Things produce a Corruption of Humours, 


. whence Worms engender, and other various, grievous, 


and irregular Symptoms ariſe.

. BUT before I proceed farther, I ought to obſerve, 
that the Duty of the Nurſe does not conſiſt entirely in 
the aboveſaid Conditions; for the BABE muſt be as du- 
ly waſhed and ſhifted, unſwaddled and reſwaddled as Fep : 
Wherefore from the Brun, until the third or fourth 
Month, it ought to be looſed and waſhed: all over in warm 
Vater twice or thrice a day, before the warm Fire; as 
alſo in the night time if neceſſary, that the Acrimony of 
the Excrements may not offend it: Upon which at e- 
very 
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very ſingular Occaſion, the Nursz may alſo rub its 
tender Body gently, not only for the better Concoction 
of its Aliment, but alſo for ſtrengthening and con- 
ſolidating its Members ; which Offices being all care- 
fully and affectionately done, the Inrant is to be 
ſhifted toties quoties, and orderly reſwaddled in clean, dry 
and warm Clouts and Blankets. However yer, from

* MOREOVER, when the CHILD begins to 
uſe its Hands and Feet, if it moves briskly from place 
to place, it is a good Sign of a ſtrong and lively Con- 
ſtitution; as it is the Reverſe, when it fits torpidly or 
drowſily ſtill and unactive. Which notwithſtanding, 
theſe b115sk INFANTS are not to be allow'd ſuch Motions 
too ſoon, I mean not to uſe their Feet prematurely or 
too faſt, as many ignorant Nurſes commonly encourage 
them to do: Becauſe by theſe means, their tender Legs 
may be eaſily diſtorted or become crooked. Whereas 
when they are more firm and well grown, they may 
be learned to walk by the help of the Nunsk's Hand, 
or of a Leading-String ; as afterwards they may be 
inur'd to walk of themſelves, by the means of a ſmall 
Vehicle or Chariot, as is generally well known in popu- 
lous Places. | .

AS to the time of Ablactation, or weaning the 
CHILD from the Breaſt, it is not always the ſame; 
ſome being more robuſt and lively than others, and 
conſequently may be ſooner wean'd ;' but others are 
more weak and tender, and aceordingly require longer 
time of the Breaſt. However this be, the Inrant ought 
not to be wean'd before it has its compleat Set of 
Teeth ; becauſe if ſooner, it can no ways duly prepare its 
VICTUALS by the Mouth, for Concoftion in the STO-

_ OTHER WAYS, I take the due and proper Time 
for Weaning the IN AN, to be about the 18th or 
24th Month, rather longer than ſhorter ; becauſe it 
ſurely finds the Benefit of this proper and benign Ali- 
ment all the Days of its Life. Vet at what time ſoever 
it happens to be done, the CHILD is not ona ſudden 
) to be accuſtomed to different ſorts of Vi Tt v.als, 
but rather, while it yet Sucks, to be gradually brought. 
to the Uſe of what is moſt convenient for its Nutrition, 
luch as Hen or Chickey-Broth., or the Soup of other 
Meats, mix d with a little Crumb of Bread; or a Soup 
made of Ale, and Crumbs, with a little Freſh-Butter, 
which is of excellent Nouriſpment: As before, or 
about the Time that the IN FAN r is to be Mean d, 
a little half chew'd Meat of any Sort, provided ſweet 
and freſh, may be given it for a good wearing 


UPON this Head, I ſhall only farther. obſerve, 
that the .ABLacTATIiON, or Weaning, always 
happens more conveniently in the Spring or Autumn, 
than in the Summer or Winter, and that more auſpici- 
ouſly with the excreaſing than with the decreaſing Mocn; 
And this, becauſe otherways, beſides the Alteration 
which happens to the CI IL p from the Change of 
its Diet and Aliment, another may eaſily affect it from 
the Calidity or Frigidity of the Ambient Air.

Jolt-Heads, Fooliſh, or Delirious, they are moſt ordi- 
nanly otherways Lewd, Vitious, and Litemtious Perſons, 
if not alſo envious Traducers, and crafty Cozemers of 
Mankind: From hence likewiſe the Italians and 
Germans derive a memorable P ROVER R, which they 
never forget upon dealing with ſnch Perſons, viz. to 
this purpoſe ; Take Cure of Him whom Go p his marked. 
For tho ſome of Them, are capable of undertaking 
Nothing of any Moment, much leſs of accompliſhing 
any laudable Work, NATURE it ſelf thwarting 
their Career in every Enterpriæe, and the very STAR s 
(as it were) ' concurring to their Fruſtrations : Yet 
others have fubtile W1T T enough to ſerape together

TASTROPHE' to themſelves, who are thus found

Cure particularly; * but as theſe do chiefly belong to 
the Diſeaſes of the Pu DEN DVM, VAGINA, and 
Wo us; which I have already declin'd entring upon 
at this time, for the Reaſons mentioned in Sect.

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HOWEVER yet, notwithſtanding this Variety 
of Alflictions, to which the W1p o w is actually ex- 
pos'd; I confeſs, that, I know not ſo much as one 
Diſeaſe or Symptom, which is ſingularly peculiar to 
Her ſelf ; that is, but what either the MAID RN or 
the WI r x may be lyable to, as well as the WI DOW: 
Tho', in the mean time, I muſt alſo acknowledge, that, 
Thoſe which I am now about to touch upon, may 
however, be juſtly eſteem'd to be more familiar to Her, 
than to either of Theſe, as will by and by more evi- 
dently appear. 


UPON which Conſideration, I hope the follow-

Of theHysrTeRICX PASSION. 


ELL might the excellent Democritus write to 
his Scholar, the far more excelling Hippocrates, 
that the Wo w » is the Source of Six Hundred Griefs, and 
the Spring of innumerable Sorrows to the WOMAN : 
Becauſe of the manifeſt Sympathy or Aﬀinity, which 
the Wo m » has with almoſt all the other Parts of 
the Body. And as we may reaſonably conclude from 
ſuch an Affinity, that theſe Symptoms muſt needs be 
both Numerous and Different in Kind; fo I think, for 
the ſame Reaſon, they may be All pertinently compre- 
hended under the General Title of Hyſterick Maladies. 
BUT before we enter upon the Particulars of theſe 
Uterine Affectious, it may be firſt requiſite to make 
out the Reality of this Affinity or Conſent \ which will 
be no difficult Matter, when we conſider FI A &T, 
the three Principles, in * which the ſame conſiſts, Viz. 
in a Similitude of Parts; in a Vicigity of Parts; and in 
a Connexion of Veſſels. SECOND, how by 
theſe, as the Wo us is a Memiranous Subſtance, it 
has a Subſtantial Affinity with the MRBMBRAN ES; 
And by its Vicinity, with the BL A p DER, RRC UM, 
and INTESTINES: As by its Veins, "Arteries, and 
Nerves, it has with almoſt all the other Parts of the Body ; ;

the Lives, by Veins; with the STOMACH, by 
certain Ana iomoſes, betwixt the Veius of the Wo * 3 
and thoſe of the Meſentery, as well as by wget

partly by Veins, * and partly by Nerves, &c. 

" HENCE it is that J can ſcarce find any Part of 
the Body, which may not be affected by the Indiſ- 
poſitions of the Wo Mu; the Heart, the Diaphragm, 


the Head, the Brain, and conſequently all the Organs 


of Senſe and Motion, the Liver, the Spleen, the Ven- 
tricle, the Meſentery, the Belly, the Bladder, the Rectum, 
the Back, the Loins, the Thighs, the Legs, the Arms, 
&c. All which Parts are from thence ſubject to in- 
numerable various oo which commonly come 
and go by Periods, after the manner of Convulſive, 
or Epileptick Firs, to which the HYWSTERICAI 
have alſo a very near Relation; in that the Circulation 
and Recourſe of all the Three, and ſome more ſuc 
Diſtempers agree exactly, ſometimes with the Courſe of 
the Moon, and Sus, and ſometimes with the 
very Motion of the Sz a; and as theſe vary, ſo the 
Fits of either Affection come on quicker or 
{lower . | 
THESE Things are alſo moſt Judiciouſly made 
ont by the excellent Dr. Mead, ſaying, that, the New 
and Full Moon being of equal Power, this ſort of Diſtem- 
pers ſometimes reign in the one, and ſometimes in the 
other, as the Body happens to be more or leſs fitted and 
adapted to receive the INFLY ENCE; and as the 
aboumding Hu mou Rs are more fitted for this, than 
that Period of the PL AN ET |, And the ſame Au- 
thor of great Experience, gives us an Account of a 
certain Bo y of a Year old, who every Flood-Tide, 
was taken with Convulſtve Firs, and every Ebb 
came to himſelf again L. Which Juſluence of the 
SEA, no doubt depends upon the Mo o n's ap- 
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proaching our Vertical Point, or that directly oppoſite 
as the Flood encreaſes and comes to its Height, More- 
over again. 

CONSIDERING the Wo us, not only as the 
Center, in which the vitious Humours are accumulated 
from all the other Parts, but alſo as the Pu u of 
the Body, we may readily conclude that as long as it 
regularly ejects the Menſtruous Blood, it at the 
ſame time duly evacuate together with it, all thoſe Hu- 
mours of whatſoever ſort they be: Whereas we may 
eaſily conceive that whatever obſtructs or impedes the 
Woms in any of its natural Functions, may occaſion 
various Symptoms to the Woman : However the moſt 
of theſe, as well as the moſt dangerous, take their 
Origin trom the Retention of the SE ED and the ſup- 
preſſor of the MENSTRU a. 
THE Menſtruous Blood flowing in a natural Courſe 
to the Uterine Veins, when its Paſſage is ſo obſtructed, 
that it cannot break forth; whether in VixGiNs, 
becauſe of the Aſtriction of the Ox1ri1ces; or in 
 Wipow s, becauſe of the Thickzeſs of the BL ood, 
or of any other groſs viſcid Humour; in theſe 
Caſes, it muſt of courle regorge thro? the Branches of 
the VENA Cava and the great ARTERY, to 
the Head, Heart, Liver, and Veins of the Midriff 
whence of Conſequence proceed various Symptoms in 
all theſe and their dependent Parts: Which notwith-- 
ſtanding, I take the too long retain d SEED to oc- 
caſion the more dangerous and ſevere Symptoms to the 
WOMAN. | 

BUT in Caſe of either of Theſe, namely, either 
the Seminal, or the Menſtruous Matter, beginning to 
corrupt, and conſequently to acquire malignant Quali- 
ties, then they produce divers moſt ſeyere and dread- 
full Symptoms; and that not only in different PA- 
TIENTS, but alſo ſometimes in one and the ſame 
Voman; and not only at different Times, but alſa 
ſometimes at one and the ſame Time : However theſe 
Things always happen, according to the e 
oV BR Ouamity 
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Quantity and Quality of the corrupted Hu Mou ks» 


as well as according to the Conſtitution of the Wo ME 
in which the Corruption ſucceeds. Again more par-

IF the Malignant Vapours ariſing hence, penetrate 
to the Heart, (the principal Organ of LI E, as well as 
of the Circulation of the BL ooÞD ) I would obſerve, 
that, they occaſion vellicating Palpitations, as allo a 
Dejection of Spirits, and Anxiety of Mind, attended 
with frequent LY poTHYmMIES and SYNCOPES:

IF the MArrE aſcends to the HEAD, and 
diffuſe it {elf thro? the external Parts, diverſe grievous 
Pains aſſail the Woman, and that very differently;

IF the ſame aſcends to the Liver, the whole 
Habit or Conſtitution of the Bop y is perverted : For 
as the vitious Humours are eaſily communicated from 
the Woms by the Vein, to the Liver, fo the 
affected LI V EA again readily diffuſes its Infection by 
the Veins to the whole Body. If to the SyLEEN 
and MERSENTRVY, Murmurings, Pains and Torments 
ariſe in the BeL 1 ; which are commonly attended

Experience: And as at the Beginning, I only deſign d

IF ſo, then, that there are ſo many different Sorts 
of UTERINE -STRANGULATIONS, there 
muſt alſo (of Conſequence) - be as many - peculiar 
Cauſes : Which, tho al take Origin from the WO MB, 
yet do not ariſe to this Pitch, unleſs two other Cauſes 
concur with it.

If it be Bilious, the AF FECTION is moſt furious, 
and the PATIENT- is (as it were) almoſt Mad, 
tearing her ſelf, pulling her Hair, renting her Clo aths, 
Oc. It the BT oO D be ſweet, ſhe only fancies A- 
MOU RS, and meditates upon pleaſing GHiMER AS:

BUT as to the SE CON Cauſe, the retain d 


SEED induces not only Theſe, but more grievous

F know by the way, that ſome modern Writers de- 
fine the Caſe otherways, and will have Mz x to be 
alſo lyable to the ſame Diſtemper, which they alledge 
proceeds chiefly from the Blood and Spirits: But the 
Reaſon why 1 think they are exempted from it, at leaſt 
from its Severities, is becauſe, what they loſe in 
Nocturnal Poltutions or otherways, is always ejected or 
thrown withont Doors; whereas what the other St x 
ſo emitts, may be ſtill retain'd within; and conſe- 
quently by a long Detention there, may be converted 
into VENOM, of a Poyſonousm Humour. |

WHEREAS if the PAROXTSM proceeds from

of THIG HS, LEGS, and FEET; or apply Cipping 
Glaſſes without Scarification to the THIGHS and 
GROIN it ſelf: As alſo proper Liniments, Clyſters, 
Suppoſit ories, Peſſaries, &c. are convenient Means: And 
ſometimes Suffumigations of GALB ANUM, ASSA- 
FOETIDA, Old Leather, Cloth, Sulplur, Partridge 
Feathers, Horſe-Tetters or Warts, &c. Or (which is 
reckon'd Beſt of all) a few of the PATIENT'S 
Hairs of her Head, burnt, and held to her NO SE. Or, 
while I ſhould often tickle the NOSTRILS with a 
Feather, or my Finger dipp'd in the ſharpeſt Vinegar, 
Oleum Succini, or the like, I would anoint the PALLAT 
with Triacle, Mitbridate, or ſuch other Things dif- 
folv'd in pleaſant WINE. = 
HOWEVER, in ſuch Caſes, as well as in all 
others, 4 mitioribus adhibitis, progrediendum eſt ad valen- 
tiora ; I lay, we are to begin with the more gentle, and 
proceed gradually to the more ſtrong and powerful RE. 
ME DIES; uſing all proper Means with the utmoſt 
Prudence and Diſcretion, and that only according to 
the abſolute Neceſſity and imminent Danger of the 
incident Caſe. Now moreover, I would add for ſuch 
as loſe both PULSE and BRE ATH, that ſome of 
the above REMEDIES are not only requiſite; but 
alſo, according to the excellent Horatius Augenius, a 
little generous WINE with Nutmeg, Cinnamon and 
Cloves, adding five Grains of MUSK, 1s altogether 
proper for this PATIENT *. Tho' for others, who 
have not quite loſt all Senſe and Motioz, nothing is 
perhaps more pernicious than the V SE of ſuch Odo- 
riferous Matters, fince I have known ſeveral Nomen to 
have been immediately ſuffocated, even by the very 
Smell of MUSK, CI ET, AMBER, & c. But 
when the Sick P ATIE NT lies (as above) for dead,

the Return of the 'FIT, and conſequently to Cure 

the DISE ASE; which. can only be effected by 
removing the Cauſe, whatever it may be: And This, 
in my Opinion, may be moſt effectually perform'd in 
manner following, viz. - 
IF the Diſtemper proceeds from the ſuppreſſed BLOOD 
or MENSTRUA, This is by proper Means to 
be reduced to its Natural Courſe and Condition. It 
from a retain'd Seminal Matter in the Uterine Veſſels, 
the Cue depends chiefly upon a proper Regimen of 
Diet and Exerciſe ; frequent gentle Purges, and re- 
peated inferiour Yenx-SectFions: Whereas if already 
collected and venenated in the WOMB, and the 
Body conſequently refrigerated, no V EIN * properly 
be touch'd or open'd; but in this Caſe, as if the Evil 
proceeded from vit ious putrid HUMOURS, it is to 
be evacuated in the ſame manner, as in other Con- 
ditions of the bumid Intemperature of the OM;
